Ty Davis (Kaw) continues to rule the 
AMA National Championship Enduro 
Series, as he scored the overall win in 
Greensboro, Georgia, on March 19, giv- 
ing him three wins in the three rounds 
held thus far. Five-time National 
Enduro champ Randy Hawkins (Suz) 
finished second with defending champ 
Steve Hatch (Suz) claiming third. 
Rounding out the top five overall were 
Kelby Pepper (Kaw) and Alan Gravit 
(KTM). 


Danny Hamel (Kaw) scored the overall 
win in the second round of the AMA 
National Championship Hare & Hound 
Series in Murphy, Idaho, on March 19. 
The four-time champ was followed 
across the finish line by Greg Zit- 
terkopf (KTM), while Drey Dircks 
(Hon), Curtis Dice (KTM) and Jim 
Gray (KTM) completed the top five. 


In Seattle, Washington, on March 18, 
Kyle Lewis (Yam) extended his series 
points lead by winning the third round 
of the MTEG Ultracross Series at the 
Kingdome. Scott Myers (Yam) was the 
runner-up. Anthony Pocorobba (Suz) 
finished third, followed by Mike Healey 
(Yam) and Rusty Holland (Suz). 


A whopping 1600 entrants showed up 
for the GNC International MX Finals, 
held at Lake Whitney Cycle Ranch in 
Lake Whitney, Texas, on March 17-19. 
Michael Brandes (Kaw) topped Scott 
Sheak (Suz) and Casey Johnson (Kaw) 
in the 125cc Expert class, but Johnson 
returned victorious in the 250cc Expert 
division. Brandes was second, while 
Jeff Willoh (Kaw) nabbed third. 
Charley Bogard (Suz) was the top 
Intermediate class rider, while Ricky 
Carmichael (Kaw) carried on as king of 
the mini riders. 


Six-time World Champion Jordi Tarres 
(G-G) was the winner of the March 18 
Trial Master de Bercy Indoor Trial, held 
in Paris, France. Brit Steve Colley (G- 
G) was the runner-up, while former 
World Champion Tommi Ahvala (Fan) 
rounded out the top three. Defending 
Indoor World Cup Champion Marc 
Colomer was eliminated in the qualify- 
ing heats. 


Dougie Lampkin (Bet) topped the 
March 5 opening round of the British 
National Championship Trials Series, 
despite a pre-trial catastrophe. Accord- 
ing to Britain's Trials and MX News, 
while Lampkin was "preparing his fac- 
tory Beta mid-week, a buildup of con- 
tact cleaner fumes was ignited by a 
Calor gas fire and Dougie was engulfed 
in flames. He managed to fling open 
the door and throw himself into the 
snow, with nothing worse than singed 
hair, eyebrows, a slightly burned hand 
and damaged pride." Lampkin went on 
to top Steve Colley (G-G) and Graham 
Jarvis (Sco) at the March 5 series open- 
er. 


Scott Summers (Hon) took home the 
overall victory during round eight of 
the AMA Mid-South Hare Scrambles 
Series at the Land Between the Lakes 
National Park in Cadiz, Kentucky, on 
March 19. Terry Cunningham (Yam) 
finished second, and Mike Sampson 
(Yam) was third. 


Road racer Jimmy Filice will miss the 
first two rounds of the World Champi- 
onship Road Race Series after undergo- 
ing surgery to both legs on Saturday, 
March 11. Filice, who suffered a hair- 
line fracture in his right leg in a testing 
crash in Jerez, Spain, underwent 











surgery to not only repair that leg but 
also to have metal rods taken out of 
both legs. The surgery was performed 
by noted motorsports surgeon Dr. 
Arthur Ting in Northern California. 


Ting was also busy on Monday, March 
13 as he performed surgery on Harley- 
Davidson's Doug Chandler. Ting put a 
plate in Chandler's shoulder in an 
effort to get the Californian's broken 
collarbone ready for the second round 
of the AMA Superbike National Cham- 
pionship Series in Pomona, California, 
on April 2. Chandler was knocked out 
of the Daytona 200 on March 12 when 
Britain's Roger Bennett crashed directly 
in front of Chandler's VR1000. 


According to three-time World Cham- 
pion Wayne Rainey, Yamaha's new 
YZR250 won't be ready for Kenny 
Roberts Jr. and Tetsuya Harada until 
the World Championship Road Race 
Series moves to Europe on May 7 for 
the Spanish Grand Prix at Jerez. "It's an 
all-new bike, but it's a little late," the 
Marlboro/Yamaha Rainey team owner 
told Cycle News contributor Michael 
Scott. "When it comes you'll see the dif- 
ference right away. And I believe (Tet- 
suya) Harada is the best 250cc rider out 
there. Not just his riding, but his all- 
round tactics and overall approach. He 
got beat up pretty bad last year, but he 
learned a lot." Rainey feels that World 
Champion Max Biaggi will be the 
biggest threat in the World Champi- 
onship, which gets underway in Aus- 
tralia on March 26. "Max has a lot of 
raw talent," Rainey said. "But he 
doesn't always stay on the bike. And 
he'll find the pressure of defending the 
championship is a lot harder than the 
pressure of winning it." 


Rainey is doing well in his new role as 
team owner. Michael Scott, who visit- 
ed Rainey recently while gathering 
information for a book he is doing on 
the former World Champion, reports 
that Rainey is looking fit and tanned, 
with his shoulders visibly broader from 
his swimming and exercise programs. 
Although he was raring to go racing, 
after what he admits has been a diffi- 
cult winter, Rainey is still coming to 
terms with the paralyzing back injury 
that ended his career less than two 
years ago. "I still have weeks that I’m 
really down, that I don't even want to 
get out of bed in the morning and I 
don't even want to hear about the team 
business," Rainey said. "I know that if 
we're going to compete properly, I 
need to be in my office every day, but 
it’s a real struggle sometimes. Now I 
can forget that I’m in a wheelchair and 
so does Shae (his wife). I'm doing a lot 
of little things I couldn't do before - like 
taking out the garbage. Things that 
used to take me two minutes now take 
10 - and I have to use my teeth a lot. In 
the last couple of months, I've stopped 
missing racing so much. I've accepted 
that. But instead I've started missing 
other things in life - everyday things 
that I can't do any more. There's still a 
lot to deal with." 


Rainey watched the live telecast of the 
Daytona 200: "When a guy can fall off 
and still win the race, I guess the com- 
petition's not that stiff and the GPs 
don't have too much to worry about. 
Scott Russell is the only rider who I 
believe could learn to do well in GPs. 
(Carl) Fogarty's style seems to have 
been developed on the Isle of Man. If 
Niall Mackenzie rode a Ducati, then 
Britain would have another Superbike 
World Champion. Fogarty and all the

For some reason the short track at Day- 
tona continues to produce some of the 
most dramatic moments in racing. From 
the first time a race was held at the new 
stadium, the only request that the riders 
had was to remove the four-foot strip of 
grass between the stadium wall and the 
track. They were promptly told by stadi- 
um management that it was a sports sta- 
dium, not a race track, and that no grass 
would be removed. The result is the 
only track on the National circuit with 
hay bales the length of each straight. 
This year these hay bales caused a 
near tragic accident when Steve More- 
head ran out of race track while trying to 
put some excitement into the normally 
boring blue-groove short track. Fortu- 
nately, Steve not only survived the acci- 
dent but later returned in a semi to put on 
a high-line riding exhibition with Scott 
Parker that was absolutely sensational. 
Although Parker edged out More- 
head for the one advancement spot in 
the National, both riders were asked to 








do a cool-off lap. For that lap there were 
two number-one plates on the track in 
the spectator's eyes, and everyone was 
on their feet cheering. Despite the obvi- 
ously dangerous conditions, these two 
champions provided a show we won't 
soon forget. It don't get much better 
than that.

"(Steve) McLaughlin was credited 
with winning the AMA's first official 
superbike race; prior to 1976, the class 
was called Super Production, and the 
1975 Daytona race winner was Dave 
Aldana on a Kawasaki," wrote Dain Gin- 
gerelli in Cycle Guide in June of 1986. 
McLaughlin rode a Butler & Smith 
BMW R-90S at Daytona that year, the 
bike being tuned by Udo Gietl, Todd 
Schuster and Matt Capri. Matt, who 
now owns Luftmeister, still tuned the 
odd rapid BMW, and is one of Ameri- 
ca's staunchest keepers of the BMW per- 
formance flame - or what's left of it. 
Everyone seems content to watch 
identical BMW streetbikes circulate 
around Daytona's banking under the 
watchful tutelage of our sport's elder 
statesmen - and they call this progress.

INDIANAPOLIS, IN, MAR. 18 
n paper, Jeremy McGrath's win 
at the Indianapolis RCA Dome - 
formerly the Hoosier Dome - 
looks like just another win for 
the two-time Supercross champion, but 
in reality, the win was, as of yet, per- 
haps the most important of the season. 

After getting soundly beaten at the 
Atlanta Supercross, where he finished 
fourth three weeks ago, and finishing a 
disappointing seventh at the Daytona 
Supercross last week, McGrath's confi- 
dence had uma taken a beating. As a 
result, McGrath was beginning to have 
some doubts about his abilities. 

" After winning all the time and then 
you start losing, it really gets to ya'," 
said McGrath. "I was beginning to have 
my doubts." 

McGrath wanted to end these doubts 
in a big way at Indianapolis and get 
"back on track." But in order to do this 
he had a couple of big hurdles to clear - 
those being two of the hottest riders on 
the track of late - Daytona winner Mike 
Kiedrowski and Atlanta winner Mike 
LaRocco - and this would be no easy 
task, especially taking into account that 
the Indy race was, for all intents and 
purposes, held in LaRocco's backyard, 
and he had the strong backing of the 
hometown crowd. And LaRocco knew a 
win here would not only close the 
points gap on McGrath, but would give 
him a mental edge going into the second 
half of the season. 

Unfortunately for LaRocco, who hails 
from South Bend, Indiana, things would 
not go his way. His hopes of perhaps 
turning the season around at Indy effec- 
tively ended in the first heat race when 
he crashed with Honda's Doug Henry 
while dicing for the lead. A badly bent 
motorcycle and a bruised body as a 
result of the crash forced LaRocco out of 
the race and into the semis, where he 
transferred to the feature, but not before 
crashing in the first turn and having to 
fight his way up through the field. 

While LaRocco was spending valu- 
able energy on the track in the semis, 
McGrath was resting comfortably in the 
pits after having easily won his heat race, 
thus transferring directly to the feature. 

Going into the 20-lap feature, while 
42,244 spectators looked on, McGrath 
now had the mental - and physical - 
edge and it showed. He quickly jumped 
out to an early lead and simply ran 
away from the 20-rider field on his Skip 
Norfolk-tuned Honda CR250 and scored 
his sixth win of the season and the 25th 
of his career. It was also his third 
straight win at the facility. LaRocco, on 
the other hand, struggled to third, fin- 
ishing close behind a very happy Ryan 
Hughes of the  SplitFire/Pro 
Circuit/Kawasaki team. But the night 
belonged to McGrath. 

"I'm so stoked!" said McGrath who 
reacted to the win as though he had just 
clinched the series title. "You don't 
know how nervous I was before this 
race. Usually all wins feel good, but this 
one...this one's special. After you finish 
fourth and seventh you start having 








doubts. It wasn't so much the points, 
but I proved to myself that I can still 
win. I practiced really hard this week for 
this race - it was revenge week." 

“My body hurts," said a disappoint- 
ed LaRocco. “My side hurt every time I 
landed off a jump, or stretched my arms, 
and I began feeling a little sick. I eventu- 
ally realized that I wasn't going to win 
and was going to have to be content 
with third. At least I got some points out 
of it." 

Just as happy as McGrath was run- 
ner-up Hughes, who normally competes 
in the West Coast 125cc Series. But since 
this was an East Coast round, Hughes 
competed in the 250cc class for the fifth 
time this year. 

"That was the best race of my life," 
said Hughes, who held down second 
place for the last 13 laps of the race. “I’m 
happy as hell. I didn't expect to do this 
well. It really blows my mind." 

When asked if placing second in the 
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250cc class meant more to him than win- 
ning the 125cc class, he said, "This is 
definitely better. The 125 class doesn't 
mean crap. I mean, the 250 class is the 
most prestigious. This is what I’m work- 
ing for." 

After getting off to an eighth-place 
start, Kiedrowski clawed and scratched 
his way through the pack and eventually 
took the checkers in fourth place, a safe 
distance ahead of Team Noleen/Sizzler 
Restaurant/ Xtreme/ Yamaha's Larry 
Ward, who advanced two positions after 
a seventh-place getaway. 

McGrath extended his points lead 
over LaRocco another five points and 
now has a 20-point advantage, while 
Ward's once firm control of third has 
dwindled to a one-point gap over 
Kiedrowski. 

What the 250cc feature may have 
lacked in close racing action was more 
than made up for in the 15-lap East 
Coast 125cc feature, where SplitFire/Pro 
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Jeremy McGrath (center) and Ryan 
Hughes (right) were thrilled with their first- 
and second-place performances, but Mike 
LaRocco (left) was less than satisfied with 
third. 


Circuit / Kawasaki's Mickael Pichon 
came from behind to record the second 
win of the season and the third of his 
career. The likable Frenchman got off 
the line in seventh and didn’t look to be 
in a position to win, considering that 
Team Yamaha’s Kevin Windham had 
opened up a huge lead over Suzuki rid- 
ers Davey Yezek and two-time 125cc SX 
winner Tim Ferry early in the race. 

As the race progressed, though, the 
scene began changing rapidly as Wind- 
ham began fading and eventually 
dropped to fourth. While Yezek and 
Ferry now battled for the lead, Pichon 
silently sneaked up on both riders. 
Eventually, Ferry passed Yezek and 


looked to be headed to his third win of 
the series until he slid out and crashed 
in a turn, surrendering the lead back to 
Yezek, who held a modest lead over 
Pichon. Two laps later, though, Pichon 
reeled in Yezek, moved into the lead 
and held on for the last four laps to 
score the win. Ferry recovered from his 
crash, passed Yezek just before taking 
the white flag and snatched second. 

“Im kind of surprised; I really didn't 
feel so good on this track," said Pichon. 
"I didn't get a good start and I just 
wasn't confident tonight. I kind of fig- 
ured I'd get second, but when I saw Tim 
(Ferry) on the ground, I was happy." 

Rounding out the top five was Wind- 
ham and Suzuki rider Barry Carsten. 

By winning, Pichon extended his 
series points lead over Ferry to seven, 
114-107. Windham is third with 100. 

This year's Indy track was extremely 
technical and proved to be brutal on the 
riders, many of whom where either hob- 
bling around or showing off some 
incredible bruises after the race. It 
seemed as though every rider crashed at 
least once. 

"It (the track) was very technical,"

There certainly wasn't a lack of han- 
dlebar banging in the first 250cc heat 
race, and most of those altercations 
involved Team Honda/1-800-Co 
Doug Henry. The race started off inno- 
end enough with crowd favorite 

LaRocco jumping into an early lead after 
passing Honda of Troy’s Todd DeHoop. 
It looked as though LaRocco would sim- 
ply run away and win, but Henry had 
other ideas. By the second lap, Henry 
was all over LaRocco looking for a place 
to pass. Before the lap was over, the two 
riders traded paint but LaRocco main- 
tained his position. However, the same 
couldn't be said the next time the two 
riders met. While leading Henry 
through a difficult whoop/ double sec- 
tion, LaRocco bobbled slightly and 
Henry had no place to go but into the 
back of the Kawasaki rider's kidneys. 
The two went down in a heap, with 
LaRocco getting the short end of the 
stick. He got slammed into the face of a 
jump and his bike pounded him into the 
ground. Henry injured his thumb in the 


crash but quickly got up and going, but 
not before Team Noleen's Larry Ward 
had already flown by. A dazed LaRocco 
was slow to his feet, as he gasped for 
air, having the wind knocked out of 
him. To make matters worse, his 
Kawasaki was nearly demolished by the 
impact of Henry's crashing Honda. 
LaRocco staggered back to the pits, com- 
plete with knobby tracks running down 
the side of his jersey, while his 
tuner/dad, Mike LaRocco Sr., pushed 
his severely bent and twisted bike back 
to the pits. There, LaRocco Sr hurriedly 
replaced the entire front end of the 
motorcycle before the semis. 

“I don't know what happened,” said 
Henry, who was heavily booed by the 
pro-LaRocco crowd. "He kind of messed 
up in the doubles and I couldn't slow 
down in time and ran into him. It was 
just racing." 


Henry then caught back up to Ward 
and eventually executed a textbook 
block pass on the Yamaha rider in a 
tight left-hand turn. The pass was close 
enough that Ward liftéd his left leg to 
avoid getting run over by Henry's front 
wheel. Henry went on to win the excit- 
ing race over Ward, while not far behind 
in third finished Honda of Troy's Mike 
Craig. Sailing over the finish-line jump a 
distant fourth was 125cc West Coast 
Series points leader Damon Huffman. 
The rest went to the semis. 

The second heat race wasn't nearly as 
spectacular as the first. McGrath wasted 
no time in jumping out to an early lead 
and simply left everyone in his wake. 

"The track » technical that it's 
important to get à good start tonight," 
said McGrath. 

The defending champ was untouch- 
able, though last week's Daytona SX 
winner, Kawasaki's Mike Kiedrowski, 
barely kept the Honda rider in sight. He 
seemed content with second but could 
never relax, knowing that McGrath's 
teammate Steve Lamson - who was also 
sore following a hard get-off during 
practice - was breathing down his neck 
in third. Late in the race, though, 
Kiedrowski put a couple of bike lengths 
between himself and Lamson before tak- 
ing the checkered flag. Finishing way 
back in fourth was Team Suzuki's Ezra 
Lusk, the 1994 East Coast 125cc Champi- 
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on. Finishing 
just out of the 

transfers were Team 
Yamaha riders John Dowd and Jeff 
Emig. 

LaRocco returned with a straight 
bike for the start of the first semi but 
about 100 yards into the race, the 
Kawasaki rider again found himself 
picking up his bike after crashing in the 
first turn. He remounted iri last place 
with Kawasaki rider Phil Lawrence set- 
ting the pace up front after passing 
DeHoop. 

LaRocco began threading his way 
through the pack, picking off riders at 
will, while Honda-mounted Buddy 
Antunez settled into second and 
DeHoop third. But it was LaRocco who 
was on the move, and hardly anyone 
noticed when leader Lawrence fell in a 
180-degree left turn. Antunez inherited 
the lead ahead of DeHoop and Suzuki's 
Craig Decker. 

"There was a lapper in front of me so 
I changed my lines," said Lawrence. 
^But I got all crossed up and went 
down." 

LaRocco had soon moved into fifth, 
and then fourth when Decker went into 
a turn too hot and planted his front 
wheel underneath a hay bale and nearly 
went down. This put LaRocco into third 





and right behind DeHoop. With only a 
few turns left, LaRocco challenged 
DeHoop but came up half a bike length 
short across the finish line. Antunez 
took the win just ahead of DeHoop, 
LaRocco, Decker and Honda rider Rich 
Taylor. Failing to make the cut were 
notables Brian Swink and Denny 
Stephenson, who crashed into each 
other late in the race. 

The second semi featured a three- 
way dogfight involving Yamaha's 
Dowd and Emig, and Hughes. Dowd 
jumped into the lead at the start but 
gave way to Hughes a lap later. Back in 
fourth and fifth chased Chad Pederson 
and David Pingree. 

Emig was the man to watch as he 
fought his way by Dowd and then 
Hughes. But Hughes passed him right 
back, as did Dowd a few turns later. 
Once again, Emig had to work his way 
around his teammate and in the exact 
same spot he passed Hughes earlier, he 
passed Hughes again. This time, howev- 
er, the former 125cc National champ 
made the pass stick and scored a narrow 








win over Hughes and Dowd. Pederson 
hung on to fourth, while Pingree made 
the trip to the main via a fifth-place fin- 
ish. 

KTM's Jeff Dement outdueled Swink 
in the LCQ. Both riders came from 
behind after passing early leader Mike 
Jones, who crashed over a triple jump. 
Once Dement and Swink moved into 
first and second, the two riders battled 
down to the wire with Dement taking a 
close win over Swink. 

As he had done earlier in his heat 
race, McGrath blew out of the gate and 
into the lead at the start of the final. 
"The start was everything tonight," 
McGrath would later say. "The track 
was so technical you had to get away." 

And that is exactly what McGrath 
did. 

In typical McGrath style, the Honda 
rider quickly opened up a big lead over 
Craig, Henry, DeHoop and LaRocco. 
Back in sixth was Hughes; eighth 
Kiedrowski; 10th Ward; and way back 
in last place was Emig. 

^Me and someone else (Chad Peder- 
son) went down in the first turn," said 
Emig. “Then, on the same lap, I crashed 
trying to pass somebody, and a lap after 
that I slid out. It wasn't one of my better 
starts." 

Craig was running a strong second 


for two laps until stalling his engine in a 
turn. This dropped him to fifth, making 
the top five McGrath, Henry, LaRocco, 
Hughes and Craig. 

By this point, McGrath had already 
developed a comfortable lead, while 
LaRocco moved into third behind 
Henry, but a couple of laps later, LaRoc- 
co got out of shape in a corner, rammed 
a hay bale and both Hughes and 
Kiedrowski, who had earlier passed 
Craig, roosted by. LaRocco wasted little 
time repassing his teammate, Kiedrows- 
ki, for third but that would be his last 
pass of the night. From lap nine on, 
LaRocco stared at the back of Hughes' 
jersey, never making a real attempt to 
pass for the rest of the race. 

“Ym really sore," said LaRocco after- 
ward. "It just got to me, so I decided just 
to settle for third and the points." 

By the halfway point, the race was all 
but over, as the top positions were very 
spread out with McGrath cruising out in 
front, Hughes in second and LaRocco 
third. Henry, sore thumb and all, held 
down fourth for a while before continu- 
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ing his decline to the middle of the pack. 
Kiedrowski soon settled into Henry's 
old position, while Ward slipped into 
fifth but still had Lamson and Craig to 
contend with. Neither riders, however, 
could put a dent in Ward's armor, as 
Lamson and Craig traded places a few 
times, with Lamson getting the upper 
hand in that battle. 

The anticlimactic finish saw McGrath 
take the win with approximately 12 sec- 
onds to spare over Hughes. 

“I was really nervous,” said 
McGrath, "but once I got out in the lead 
I told myself to calm down and breath. I 
never really knew where Mike (LaRoc- 
co) was, because Skip wouldn't tell me. 
He didn't want me to get any more ner- 
vous than I already was." 

A thoroughly pumped Hughes held 
on for second, while LaRocco settled for 
third. In a distant fourth finished 
Kiedrowski, while Ward rounded out 
the top five. Lamson edged out Craig 
for sixth, while Emig rode a strong 
come-from-behind race to take eighth. 

"Man, I crashed three times the first 
two or three laps," said Emig. "The 
other 17 (laps) were good; I felt strong." 

Henry eventually dropped to ninth, 
while Craig Decker, in only his second 
250cc race, completed the top 10. After 
rounding the first lap in 12th, John 


Dowd could only improve on that by 
one position, finishing right in front of 
Huffman, who wasn't pleased with his 
ride. 

"The only way to have gotten a 
worse start than I did was to crash in the 
first turn," said Huffman. "I just felt that 
I was out there - not part of the race. I do 
well on the 125s but get a little discour- 
aged on the 250s.” 

A banged-up Swink, who started the 
race in 13th, ended there, as well. After 
winning his semi, Buddy Antunez went 
from 11th to 14th in the main, finishing 
just ahead of DeHoop, Pingree, Dement, 
Pederson and Taylor. Finishing in last 
place after crashing on the fourth lap 
while running 10th and eventually 
pulling out of the race was Ezra Lusk. 

“Actually I crashed twice,” said a 
dejected Lusk. “I guess I’m trying to 
push too hard.”

Kevin Windham simply outrode 
everybody in the 125cc feature - for at 
least the first five laps, that is. The 














young factory Yamaha rider nailed the 
holeshot and pulled away from Canadi- 
an Jean-Sebastien Roy and Yezek, while 
Ferry quickly moved into fourth after a 
sixth-place start. Even worse off was 
Pichon in eighth, but he quickly moved 
up. 
It only took Yezek, Ferry and 
Pichon a few laps to dispose of Roy, 
who would eventually finish a 
respectable sixth. But it was Windham 
who caught everyone’s attention with 
his quick getaway, but his moment of 
glory would only last a third of the 
race until his pace began slowing. By 
the end of the fifth lap, Yezek and 
Ferry had reeled in the Yamaha rider, 
while Pichon watched the action from 
a safe fourth. 

Shortly thereafter, in just one lap, 
Windham dropped from first to fourth 
and became detached from the lead trio. 

“I just started riding tense,” said 
Windham. “Time after time I get the 
holeshot and work back, I have to learn 
to stay there. It’s not that I’m out of 
shape - I train hard and practice almost 
every day - it’s just a little different in 
the race, with other riders and all the 
people. It’s more psychological than 
physical; halfway through the race I let 
it (leading) get to me.” 

Yezek found himself out in front but

the race was far from over, as he had 
two-time 125cc SX winner Ferry to 
worry about, as well as Pichon, who had 
closed the gap on both riders consider- 
ably. 

Ferry eventually passed Yezek on the 
ninth lap, but a lap and a half later, 
Ferry slid out exiting a turn. 

"| went into the turn a little hot and I 
was worried about Davey cutting 
underneath me," said Ferry. "I got on it 
a little too hard and the back end slid 
out.” 

As a result, both Yezek and Pichon 
passed Ferry, and it was at this point 
that Pichon knew he had a real shot at 
the win. On the 12th lap, Pichon saw his 
chance and cut to the inside of Yezek 
and grabbed the lead and quickly 
opened up a few bike lengths over the 
Suzuki rider. With only a few laps 
remaining, the only question left was 
whether or not Ferry had enough time 
to catch Yezek for second, which, as it 
turned out, there was. Just before taking 
the white flag, Ferry slipped by Yezek 
and into second but had no chance of

catching Pichon, who went on to take 
the win over the two Suzuki riders. 

“It didn't feel all that good at the 
start,” said Pichon, whose English is 
rapidly improving. “But I started feeling 
much better at the end. I now have a 
seven-point lead; that makes me feel 
good.” 

“1 felt a little strange being up there 
(in the lead), and I was surprised they 
(the pack) weren’t as close as they were,” 
said Yezek. “I basically put my head 
down and killed as many laps as I could. 
But they put a lot of pressure on me and 
I got tired. 1 must admit I got a little 
choked up out there but now I know 
what it’s like (running with the leaders). 

Following Windham home in fifth 
was Barry Carsten, while Roy finished 
sixth. Nathan Ramsey, Jim Chester, 
Doug Dehaan and Doug Stone rounded

Briefly... 


Team Suzuki's Greg Albertyn suffered yet 
another injury at Indianapolis. The two-time 
250cc World Champion crashed during 
Thursday's press day prior to Saturday 
night's race and suffered a separated shoul- 
der. As a result, Albertyn was unable to com- 
pete and hopped on a plane and headed 
home to South Africa to recuperate. Accord- 
ing to Suzuki team manager Roger 
DeCoster, Albertyn will miss at least the next 
two ‘supercross rounds in Houston, Texas, 
and Pontiac, Michigan. "Greg decided to take 
the opprotunity to go back home, and see his 
own doctor," said DeCoster. "The injury was 
a second-degree separation of the shoulder 
and the collarbone." DeCoster also said that 
the injury is to the Same shoulder that he dis- 
located at the supercross series opener in 
Orlando, Florida. 





Another rider missing from Indy's line-up was 
Honda of Troy's James Dobb. Like Albertyn, 
the Englishman separated his shoulder at the 
previous week's Daytona Supercross 
According to HoT team manager Erik Kehoe, 
Dobb will be out of action for at least a couple 
of weeks. 


The Honda of Troy team. suffered another 
blow when Mike Brown crashed during prac- 
tice at Indy and suffered a rib injury. Brown 
tried to ride later in the evening but was in too 
much pain to finish out the night. The injuries 
to Dobb and Brown relegated the team to 
field nothing but 250cc riders in the evening's 
program. Kehoe did say that Brown is expect- 
ed to ride next week at Houston. 


Another no-show was Team Kawasaki's 
Robbie Reynard, who won the 125cc class 
at the outdoor National season opener two 
weeks ago at Gainesville. Reynard injured his 
already tender shoulder at the Orlando 
Supercross in January and, from that point, 
basically wrote off the supercross series to 
concentrate. entirely on the 125cc Nationals. 
According to Kawasaki team manager Roy 
Turner, Reynard isn't 100% quite yet. “At 
Gainesville, where the speeds are faster at 
Nationals, Robbie was able to use his legs to 
grip the bike more which takes some of the 
pressure off his shoulder," said Turner. "In 
supercross you use your upper body more, 
so we wanted Robbie not race supercross 
until he’s.100%.” 


Honda of Troy-supported Mike Jones, from 
Export, Pennsylvania, was another rider 
whose night was cut short by a crash. Jones 
bailed hard over 4 triple jump and had to be 
carried off the track and back to the pits with, 
reportedly, a seperated shoulder. 


Scott goggle representative Bevo Forti says 
he's again a father-to-be. “Yup, my wife, 
Hellen, is pregnant again,” said Forti. “| now 
have one kid 13 years old - from Hellen's pre- 
vious marriage - one that's 10. months, and 
one that's minus eight months." 


According to Kawasaki team manager Roy 
Turner, the damage to Mike LaRocco's bike 
following his get-together with Honda's Doug 
Henry was quite extensive. "Everything on 
the front of the bike was bent, including the 
rear sub-frame," said Turner. "We had to 
replace the forks because the upper tubes, 
which are actually quite strong, were dented, 
and the triple clamps were twisted; I've never 
seen anything like it. We basically just kicked 
the sub-frame straight." 


Did you know: Jeremy McGrath has held the 
series points lead in the 250cc supercross 
series since January 1993. Damon Brad- 
shaw із the last rider other than McGrath to 
hold the points lead. 


Sporting perhaps the most gruesome bruise 
at the end of the night was former East Coast 
Supercross Champion Denny Stephenson 
after colliding with Honda of Troy's Briar 
Swink in a semi. Stephenson showed off 
knobby marks left by Swink’s front wheel that 
ran down his right shoulder blade to his hip. 
“It was just one of those things,” said 
Stephenson. "| didn't know Swink was there 
and | cut in front of him after he had already 
committed jumping a double into the turn." 
Swink was shaken: in the crash after hitting 
his head; he later came back and qualified for 
the main in the LCQ. Speaking of Stephen- 
son, who has returned to racing after break- 
ing his leg during the off-season, he's now 
being sponsored by F&S Suzuki, a shop in 
Dayton, Ohio. According to Stephenson, F&S 
Suzuki is also helping support Mike Treadwell 
and Davey Yezek. 


Not.only was Jeremy McGrath ecstatic 
about his win at Indy but also about Ryan 
Hughes' runner-up performance. Once 
McGrath realized Hughes had finished sec- 
ond, he gave the Kawasaki rider a "high-five" 
and a big congratulatory bear hug. "We 
buddy ride together all the time, and it's nice 
to see a friend finish on the podium with me," 
said McGrath. "He's (Hughes) riding great 
and he's got a bright future. I'm just glad he 
has to ride the 125s next week (in Houston)."

short course that keeps you 
hard on the gas from start to 
finish and battering terrain 
full of whoops and sand 
puts the SCORE San Felipe 
250 at the top of many rid- 
ers’ list of the toughest events in Mexico. 

This year’s event was even tougher 
than usual thanks to rain that drenched 
the riders for the first 75 miles and left 
the dry lakes in the second half of the 
course all but impassable, but it was 
business as usual for Danny Hamel. 

With three San Felipe wins already 
under his belt, the Kawasaki hotshot 
wasn't about to let a little bad weather 
stand in the way of win number four. 
Hamel had his Kawasaki KX500 out in 
front of the pack by the end of the first 
five miles and he was 20 minutes ahead 
of the nearest competition when he 
handed the bike to his new co-rider, 
Craig Smith, near the halfway point. 
Smith kept the charge going throughout 
the treacherous second half and took the 
most important checkered flag of his 
career with just over half an (sum to 
spare. 

“It rained pretty hard off the start but 
all that really did for me was make the 
traction perfect,” said Hamel. “Every- 
thing went great. We had no close calls, 
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no crashes, no mechanical problems - no 
nothing. It was a smooth race the whole 
way." 

The ninth running of SCORE's San 
Felipe 250 got off to the soggiest start in 
memory. The leading edge of a power- 
ful storm that had caused havoc in 
Southern California passed over San 
Felipe just before the race was due to 
leave the line, dumping heavy rain and 
buffeting the racers with strong gusty 
winds as they waited for the start 
beneath the arches on the northern edge 
of the coastal fishing town turned 
tourist mecca. 

There was a flurry of last-minute 
activity as the racers Rain-Xed their gog- 
gles and some donned trash bags over 
their riding gear to keep out the worst of 
the water, but those weren't the only 
last-minute changes that kept the riders 
hopping. f 

For Kawasaki Team Green, preparing 
for the first race of SCORE's modified 
motorcycle race series that had unex- 
pectedly been shortened when two- 
wheelers were dropped from the tradi- 
tional opening round at the Parker 400 
in January, had brought one change 
after another. 

The first change occurred when 
Hamel's regular teammate, Ty Davis, 
opted to abandon the Mexico desert in 
favor of motocross competition at Day- 
tona's Motorcycle Week. The change, 
coupled with Larry Roeseler's recent

retirement from Baja competition and 
Ted Hunnicutt's decision to sit out a 
round, left Kawasaki's A team with only 
one rider. Hamel, happy to tackle the 
event's 250-mile course alone, decided 
on a solo ride to defend his title. 

Change number two came just three 
weeks before the race when Paul Krause 








broke his ankle battling his Kawasaki B 
team co-rider, Craig Smith, for the King 
of the Desert crown near El Centro, Cali- 
fornia. The crash relegated Krause to the 
pits for the San Felipe event and left 
Kawasaki with two solo teams, which 
were combined into one make-shift duo 
just a couple of weeks before the San 
Felipe event began. 

Smith pre-ran the course on a replica 
of Hamel's race bike but he was still get- 
ting used to the idea of being bumped 
up to the A team when the starting flag 
dropped. 

“I wasn't too stressed until about 30 
minutes before I got on the bike, then it 
really hit me," said Smith, a 21-year-old 
college student from the farming com- 
munity of Brawley, California. “I didn't 
feel any pressure to fill (Larry) Roesel- 
er’s boots because nobody can do that, 
but I was nervous about making a mis- 
take because so much was riding on 
me.” 

The sky was one solid gray cloud 
and rain was falling steadily as the first 
bike left the starting line at 6 a.m. The 
drawing had put Hamel in the number- 
two spot but he elbowed his way past 
the number-one starter to take his usual 
position at the head of the pack, less 
than five miles into the course. 

The first few miles were a worrying 
time for the Kawasaki rider, who 
remembered the pocket of cold air that 
had seized some of the top competitors 
just a few miles off the start of last year’s 
event. Hamel had taped his radiator to

guard against the cold and was keeping 
a close eye on a new water-temperature 
gauge that was mounted on his handle- 
bars, but there was never even the hint 
of a problem and he had yanked the 
tape off by the time he reached the first 
highway crossing at Camp Don Abel, 17 
miles into the race. 































Rain continued to pelt the front-run- 
ners as they made their way up the 
beach. A new section of course detoured 
the racers around almost half of the infa- 
mous whoops that normally make up 
the beach section, but there was still 
plenty to keep them on their toes as they 
dashed north toward the second high- 
way crossing at El Chinero. 

Hamel adopted a slow-but-sure 
approach during the northerly dash but 
still averaged 60 mph. 

But there was no time to relax further 
back in the pack. 

Dave Lapraik, lead-off rider for the 
Over 40 team of Lapraik and Richard 
Jackson, was yelling for clean goggles 
when he crossed Highway 5 for the first 
time at the 17-mile mark. The KX250 
piloted by Gabriel Padaez, Juan Ortiz 
and Sergio Vega needed some work on 
the front wheel before it could continue 
up the beach, and something was up 
with the front forks on the Class 22 
(Over 250cc) Kawasaki campaigned by 
Dave Simpson. 

Poor visibility made the going treach- 
erous all the way to the most northerly 
point of the course, 75 miles from the 
start line in San Felipe. 

“I crashed in a big sandwash leaving 
El Chinero. It was raining and I couldn't 
pick out the rocks," said John Kawell, 
who took over the KX250 he shared 
with Roger Hurd at the second road- 
crossing, after Hurd had already suf- 
fered a crash of his own. 

Tim Morton and John Flores, who 
had swapped their usual Honda CR250 
for a Kawasaki of Riverside-backed 
KX250, had some even more exciting 
tales. 

"Flores was having a problem off the 
start because of his weight. It was pretty 
windy and the other guys were pulling 
him," said Morton. "I was trying to 
make up some time in the top loop and I 
did a big nac-nac by accident. The prob- 
lem is you usually do them when you're 
20 feet in the air. I was probably four 
feet off the ground going 65 or 70 mph. 
It was really scary." 

A little further back, Juan Ortiz was 
watching his share of a special $1000 
prize for the first Mexican team to cross 
the finish slip further and further out of 
reach. 

“We had front brake problems all the 
way to El Chinero. The front brake 
would lock up without you even pulling 
on the lever," said Ortiz. “I couldn't ride 
it and I had to get off and bleed the 
brakes six times. They did some grind- 
ing on the lever in El Chinero to let the 
caliper free up but by that stage all the 
Sportsman (racers) had passed us." 

While the youngsters suffered, veter- 
an racer Richard Jackson was having the 
time of his life aboard a privateer 
KX500. 

"That was the most furl I've ever had 
on a motorcycle. I’ve never had a piece 
of equipment like this. Everything 
worked so well," said Jackson. "I've 
always banged around on something 
that's old." 

The dark clouds moved off to the 
east as the racers turned south for the 
first time and by 8 a.m. the sun was 
shining and a brilliant rainbow arced 
over the double pit at Borrego. 

Hamel appeared shortly after the sun 
did, galloping through the pit and off 
into the mini loop that made a 60-mile 
circle back to the Borrego pit. 

“That was the other part of the 
course that had changed," Hamel 
explained. “They took out some of the 
whoops on the beach right at the start 
and they made another change right 
after the mini summit. They took us 
down onto a smooth road instead of

making us go through all the whoops 
like they did in the Baja 1000." 

Hamel reported a trouble-free ride as 
he flashed through Borrego for the first 
time and an 18-minute gap back to the 
second motorcycle confirmed that 
things were going well. 

The second bike to pass through the 
Borrego pit was the Class 30 KX500 
entry of Rex Staten and first-time Baja 
racer Fred Conover, who had worked 
their way up from 13th on the starting 
grid. Conover, a motocross/ Grand Prix 
racer from Riverside, California, bit the 
dust in a big way shortly after he head- 
ed into the mini loop. 

"] don't know if I hit a g-out or what, 
but the back end got in front of me and 
it spit me off,” said Conover. "I proba- 
bly lost about two minutes before I 
found out where I was and what direc- 
tion I needed to head in." 

The crash cost some more time when 
the bike returned for its second pit at 
Borrego. There was nothing the team 
could do about the missing rear fender, 
but a few minutes of hard work straight- 
ened the bars and replaced a broken 
footpeg. 

"The crash tore my clock off the han- 
dlebars, so I couldn't time myself any 
more,” Staten complained, “but every- 
thing went okay after that so it wasn't 
the end of the world." 

The Morton/ Flores KX250, which 
had headed into the mini loop five min- 
utes behind Staten and ‘Conover, took 
over the number-two spot while the 
repairs were being made, and the KX250 
entries of Dewey Belew /Jason Corfman 
and Kawell/Hurd were dangerously 
close, making the dash for Class 21 hon- 
ors way too close to call. 

The first non-green bike in the field - 
the last-minute Over-30 Honda XR600 
entry of Victor Lujan and Dave Donatoni, 
thundered through the Borrego pit in 
sixth, just ahead of Beto Verber/Rogelio 
Brambila on a KX250 and the Lapraik / 
ackson Over 40 entry. KX500 racers 
Arturo Salas and Jorge Garcia were the 
next racers through, and the only remain- 
ing entrants in the 125cc Pro class - 
Honda CR125 racers Tim Staab and Mike 
Hinrichsen - cleared the pit 45 minutes 
behind Hamel and Smith in 10th. 





There were almost as many com- 
plaints as there were miles left to the fin- 
ish line. Lujan and Donatoni described 
their 1990 XR600 as "desperately in need 
of a sponsor." 

"The suspension - I think Donatoni 
moved the suspension to his little size. I 
bottomed in all the whoop-de-doos. 
And I stalled getting gas and couldn't 
start it," said Lujan, throwing his hands 
in the air. "I had to push it down the 
pavement to get it going. Eight of my 
friends were standing there just looking 
at me - nobody helped." 

Staab reported that his 125cc Pro 
entry ran "like crap" for the whole mini- 
summit loop and Belew's KX250 was 
making his ears ring. 

“We were having a problem with our 
silencer. It's either cracked or it lost the 
packing," said Belew. "The bike seems 
to run all right but it was awfully loud. 
It gave me a headache." 

There were even more headaches to 
come as the second half of the race 
began. 

Hamel handed over to. Smith at the 











150-mile mark for what has traditionally 
been the easier half of the San Felipe 250 
course, but the rain had more than 
evened the score. Just down the course 
was a 13-mile stretch across Laguna Dia- 
blo dry lake bed, which was anything 
but dry after the morning's heavy rain. 

Team Green was so worried about 
the condition of the lake that they sent 
Larry Roeseler out to scout the course. 
The Baja veteran took a careful look 
around and, when Smith reached the 
edge of the lake, he waved him on into 
the mud. 

“The lake bed was a little scary,” said 
Smith, who was soon caked from head 
to toe with the mud that flew up off the 
front wheel. "On a good day, this bike 
will probably do anything from 115 to 
117 (mph) across there. Today, I never 
went over 65 or 70, and there were times 
when I got down to as low as 25." 

After 13 of the longest miles in his 


racing career, Smith hit dry ground at 
the end of the lake and started into the 
final section that led through Morelia 
Junction and down the infamous wash 
toward the outskirts of San Felipe. 

Behind him, Staten was pulling out 
all the stops trying to repass Morton, 
who stopped to ask directions before he 
tackled the Diablo lake mud. 

"There were some guys out there so I 
stopped to ask if I should go across," 
said Morton. "They said Craig Smith 
did, so I went for it. A couple of times I 
was a little nervous, but then Rex 
passed me. I was doing great compared 
to him. He was completely sideways, 
totally out of control all the way across 
there." 

Staten, who estimated his speed on 
the lake at "somewhere up near 100 
mph, I hope," agreed with Morton's 
out-of-control description. 

"It was terrible out there. It was all 
water and in a couple of places it was a 
good foot deep," said Staten, with a 
grin. "Parts where the course had 
formed a dip, they were filled with 
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water and were really slippery. When 
you hit those at 100, all you can think is, 
‘Oh no.’ If you go down, you'll be slid- 
ing for 500 feet.” : 

Kawell and Hurd had put their 
crashing behind them in the first half of 
the race and were making good time as 
they dashed around the southerly loop 
toward the finish. 

“Both of us had a good ride the sec- 
ond time we got on the bike,” said 
Hurd. “We'd dented the pipe pretty 
good when we crashed in the first half 
and that took away some of our horse- 
power, we'd lost time adjusting the 
bars, and the dampener came loose. It's 
hard to make up time in a race like this, 
but you never know what's going to 
happen so you just keep trying." 

The duo's never-say-die attitude had 
Kawell battling elbow to elbow with 
Belew as they made the final turn 
toward San Felipe. 

Not far behind, Jackson was still 
wearing an ear-to-ear smile under his 
helmet. 

"The suspension was so good. The 
front forks are a dream," he raved. 
“Look at me - I'm not even pumped. 
That's how easy a good bike can make 
this race." 

Out in front, Smith was realizing a 
dream of his own. He reached the pave- 
ment on the outskirts of San Felipe just 
after 10:20 a.m. and sprinted the final 
quarter-mile to the checkered flag. 

After four hours and 22 minutes of 
racing, the Hamel/Smith KX500 took 
the overall motorcycle honors with an 
average speed of 57.11 mph. The event's 
overall win was claimed by Trophy 
Truck racer Larry Ragland, who shaved 
nearly half an hour off the top motorcy- 
cle time when he hit the course in his 


` Chevy truck a little later in the day. 


^We had a clean run the whole way," 
said Hamel. "I got the lead about five 
miles into the course and I never saw 


. anybody after that." 


Smith was happy with the win and 
almost as happy to have the race behind 
him. 





“Now that it's over, it feels good to 
get it off my shoulders," he said. "It's an 
important win for me. Along with win- 
ning the King of the Desert in ‘94 and 
'95, this is probably the biggest win I've 
had." 

Staten brought Kawasaki's second 
factory-backed entry home with a time 
of four hours and 54 minutes to claim 
second overall and a runaway win in 
the Over 30 division. 

"Pretty good for an old fart, huh?" 
said Staten, whose recent birthday 














makes him eligible to move up to the 
Over 40 division. “Diablo lake was 


interesting but the rest was pretty much ` 


the same old stuff - just lots of whoops." 

Fred Conover, who co-piloted the 
Kawasaki Team Green-backed KX500, 
was pleased with the outcome of his 
first Baja event. 

"It was a long race for me - 100 or 
something miles in my section," said the 
motocross / Grand Prix racer, “but I felt 
great the whole time. It was a fun day 
and I might do this again." 

A close race in the 250cc division 
ended when Tim Morton racketed home 
the Kawasaki he shared with John Flo- 
res. The winning 250cc entry claimed 
third overall, 38 minutes behind Hamel 
and Smith, and finished just seven min- 
utes ahead of KX250 pilots John Kawell 
and Roger Hurd, who beat Dewey 
Belew and Jason Corfman out of fourth 
overall by just 19 seconds. 

^We were a little slow off the start 
but things picked up after that," said

Morton. "Flores did a great inner loop 
and I survived the dry lake. I had the 
poor little bike pinned in fourth across 
there and I was a little nervous, but 
everything worked out. This race was 
really fun. Normally, San Felipe is just 
hot and dusty and sandy and whooped 
out but the rain and the course changes 
made this one great." 

Pipe problems had made the race 
tedious for both of the KX250s that fol- 
lowed Morton in. A crash had dented 
the pipe on the John Kawell/Roger 





Hurd mount, which left the duo down 
on power, while silencer problems left 
first-time Baja racers Dewey Belew and 
Jason Corfman with massive headaches. 

"We'd never raced in Baja before. It's 
rough but it's fun,” said Belew. “It need- 
ed to be about 500 miles longer. No, I’m 
only joking. It was long enough, trust 
me." 

Sixth overall and first in the Over 40 
division went to Dave Lapraik and 
Richard Jackson. The KX500 pilots fin- 
ished just over an hour ahead of their 
nearest rivals, Jim Moore and Gene 
Dempsey, who brought their XR630 
home in 14th overall. ¥ 

Jackson reported that the team’s 
biggest battles were with local traffic 
and Diablo dry lake. 

“Dry lake? What dry lake?” he joked. 
“I put the choke on and put it on the pin 
going across there. That worked really 
well. The only thing I didn’t like was the 
traffic. I passed three vehicles on the 
course and saw about 20 that had just 
pulled off. It's typical bizarre Mexico. 
They just get in their cars and run back- 
wards on the course until they find a 
good place to watch. When you get 
close to a town, you have to start rolling 
off the throttle or you'll be in trouble." 

Victor Lujan and Dave Donatoni 
brought the first non-Kawasaki home in 
seventh overall to claim second in the 
Over 30 class and the purse for the first 
Mexican entry to cross the line. The 
$1000 was badly needed. 

^We come from very poor families," 
said Donatoni, who reported a trouble- 
free ride. "No, seriously. We didn't even 
have the entry fee the day before the 
race. Lujan had to go out and work his 
Mexican magic to raise enough money 
to let us start." 

The Padaez/Ortiz/Vega KX250 
team, which suffered crippling front 
brake problems in the early going, fin- 
ished ninth overall and missed the 
$1000 purse by just 14 minutes. 

^We really wanted to win the Mexi- 
can class and be third or maybe second 
250cc. It was a reachable goal until we 
had our brake problems," said Ortiz. 
“We did pretty well, I guess. We were 
back behind all the sportsman racers at 
one stage and we were half an hour 
behind (Lujan and Donatoni) at El 
Chinero. We made up a lot of time." 

The 125cc Pro duo of Tim Staab and 
Mike Hinrichsen finished ninth overall 
on their Honda CR125 with a total 
elapsed time of five hours and 43 min- 
utes. 

^We were running a lot higher than 
this but everybody passed us near the 
end - in the dry lake section and after 
that," said Staab. "The bike's pretty slow 
compared to the 250cc that I usually 
ride. It's a pain chasing this thing 
around." x: 

Overall honors in the Sportsman 
Division went to Over-30 racers Jaime 
Roberts and Earl Roberts, who compet- 
ed the course in five hours 49 minutes.n

ake a quick look at the Montesa 
Cota 314R, and you might con- 
clude that it's just another Euro- 
pean trials bike. After all, the 
purple and white bike is built in 
Spa and has the same basic look as the 
rest - why wouldn’t you assume so? 

But take a closer look at the Cota, and 
certain things will catch your eye. The 
HRC logo on the engine crankcase, 
mostly. Yes, Virginia, this bike is a 
Honda in disguise. Well, sort of... 

The Japanese Honda factory has 
owned 80 percent of the Spanish Monte- 
sa factory since 1985, but it hasn’t been 
until the past two years that the Asian 

. giant has stepped in to assist with 
research and development of the oldest 
trials motorcycle in production. Tech- 
nology is what the Japanese are known 
best for, and the guys at HRC didn’t dis- 
appoint. Last year, Montesa Honda 
brought a bit of road racing technology 
into trials by incorporating a microchip- 
adjustable ignition into the “94 Cota. 
Though somewhat “revolutionary,” the

adjustable-powerband feature wasn't 
enough to bring the factory any amount 
of success at the World Championship 
level. Factory rider Amos Bilbao - 
mounted aboard a one-off version of the 
Cota - failed to turn in any top finishes 
and saw his World Championship 
Series ranking slip drastically. 

While some expected the ‘95 version 
of the Cota to be radically different - like 
the works bike Bilbao piloted in '94 - the 
newest Spanish/ Japanese offering is 
instead a highly refined version of its 
predecessor. Is that enough to bring the 
Cota up to par with its competition? 
Read on... 


THINGS, THEY ARE ACHANGIN' 


Though the HRC lower end of the 
engine is basically the same, the entire 
top end was redesigned with higher 
compression in mind. The new piston, 
rings and cylinder are also claimed to 
produce less mechanical noise. Accord- 
ing to Montesa co-importer Martin 
Belair, an "automotive-style" piston ring 
is used. 

The power output of the engine can 
be changed by installing one of two 
microchips in the CDI digital ignition 
box. The “hot” chip produces a faster, 
harder-hitting type of power, while the 
"cool" chip gives the bike a smoother, 
easier-to-ride personality. Changing the 
bike's powerband is as easy as removing 
the gas tank and plugging in the differ- 
ent chip. 

The clutch also underwent a few 
minor changes. The fiber and aluminum 
plates are made of new materials that 
are claimed to last longer and provide 
better action. Complimenting the new 
plates is an aluminum clutch rod, 
replacing last year's steel piece. 

Though the Verlicci-built double- 
beam aluminum chassis remains geo- 
metrically unchanged, this year's frame 
is stronger, thanks to a different heat- 
treatment process. The front frame 
struts have also been beefed up, and the 
footpeg mounting brackets hold this 
year's pegs 10mm lower. 

In the suspension department, the 
inverted Paoli forks have new internal 
valving, stiffer springs, and a trick-look- 
ing gold anodized finish on the outer 
fork tubes. The rear Paoli shock was 
revalved. 

And of course, there's the all-impor- 
tant bold new graphics. This year's Cota 
is extremely good-looking - white fend- 
ers and purple radiator shrouds are 





complimented by orange and purple 
"slash" graphics. 


BETWEEN THE TAPES 


Firing up the Cota is as easy as find- 
ing the well-hidden fuel petcock, yank- 
ing on the handlebar-mounted choke 
lever, and taking a quick stab at the 
kickstart lever. The bike was jetted just 
right for our sea-level riding areas, but 
you'd better hope that the bike runs 
okay in your area as well - from the 
looks of it, getting to the carburetor to 
make jetting adjustments will be a 
nightmare. In order to reach the 
Dell'Orto mixer, the subframe, seat and 
fuel tank must be removed. Ouch. 

We spent the majority of our time 
aboard the machine with the cool chip 
installed. With the tamer component in 
place, the 249cc motor produces a mel- 
low, yet very effective spread of power. 
The gentle nature of the engine gives the 
impression of a lack of power, but when 
the going gets wet and slippery, there 
are not many bikes we'd rather be on 
than a Cota with a cool chip. Tight, low- 
speed sections were negotiated best 
with the cool chip, but when more 
advanced obstacles - such as big steps or 
ledges - were attacked, we found the hot 
chip more suited to the task. Plugging in 
the hot chip gives the bike a noticeably 
different personality. Power down low 
is a only bit more responsive, but when 
the revs pick up - watch out. Though the 
hot chip doesn't produce rip-and-snort 
power like a Gas Gas JT250, it does liven 
up the Cota's power delivery consider- 
ably. Advanced riders will like the hot 
chip, without a doubt. Throttle and 
clutch control are most important with 
the hot chip in place, and lower-division 
riders will probably find the bike to be a 
handful in this configuration. 

Perhaps one of the Montesa's best 
features is its clutch. While most of.the 
competing manufacturers have gone to 
more advanced hydraulic units, the 
cable-actuated clutch on the Cota is one 
of the best available. Feel is outstanding, 
and remains consistent throughout the 
section, no matter how badly the clutch 
is abused. Lever pull is incredibly light - 
as a matter of fact, much lighter than 


many of the hydraulic systems. Starting 


the bike in gear is not a problem. 

Of the refinements, the most notice- 
able is the relocation of the footpegs. It 
may be hard to believe, but 10mm can 
make a world of difference. In compari- 
son to a new Cota, last year's bike feels 














small and cramped. The new layout is 
much roomier, and actually makes it 
easier to balance the machine. The Cota 
is a wide bike - much wider than the 
other marques’ offerings. The added 
girth, however, may. be what makes the 
Cota so easy to balance on. 

The extra size, however, becomes a 
detriment when hopping the bike is nec- 
essary. A quick comparison of the ‘94 
and '95 bike spec sheets will reveal that 
at 180.4 pounds, the new bike is 4.4 
pounds lighter than last year's. Still, the 
Cota weighs some 10 pounds more than 
most of its competition, and it takes 
more effort to get the bike to perform 
the same tricks. Larger, stronger riders 
probably won't notice the bike's extra 
weight, but smaller riders who rely on 
technique may find it annoying. 

Suspension action is second to none 
when the obstacles are small to medium 
size. The Paoli fork and shock are as 
plush as can be, and do a great job of 
smoothing out most traps. The front end 
never deflects unexpectedly, and the 
rear end provided a cushy, easy-to-pre- 
dict ride. 

When the obstacles get bigger, 
though, the rear end doesn't feel quite 
as nice. In comparison to other manufac- 
turers' vertical shock layouts, the Cota's 
laid-down design doesn't provide the 
same cushy feel. While the first half of 
the rear suspension travel is extremely 
plush, the last half has a harsh feel that 
comes as quite a surprise. We first 
noticed the sensation when dropping off 
a five-foot ledge, but also felt it when 
doing larger-size splatters. The dead 
feeling of the rear end also made it hard 
to grab traction with the assistance of 
shock rebound. Not only does the shock 
get harsh, it seems to have too much 
high-speed rebound damping. Sadly, 
playing with the full range of compres- 
sion and rebound adjustments yielded 
little improvement. 

The Cota's brakes are awesome. Both 
the front and rear binders do an 
admirable job of stopping the Cota - all 
that's needed to loft the rear end is a sin- 
gle finger on the front brake lever. The 
rear brake pedal is pleasantly easy to 
find with your boot, unlike some of the 
microscopic components found on some 
trials machines. 

As is the case with all Honda off- 
road bikes, the fit and finish of the Mon- 
tesa Cota is flawless. High-quality fas- 
teners abound, and everything appears 
to be well-thought-out and of the high- 
est quality. 

At $5195, the Montesa Cota 314R is 
right in the ballpark with the rest of the 
trials offerings from Spain and Italy - 
cheaper than some, as a matter of fact. 
Things in the Cota’s favor are the two- 
in-one engine, the excellent clutch and 
its well-balanced chassis. The bike’s 
faults? The bike's a little overweight, 
and the rear suspension is on the harsh 
side. One thing to keep in mind, howev- 
er, is that the bike is - in one sense or 
another - a Honda. Quality and crafts- 
manship are two things that the Japan- 
ese factory is famous for, and I have no 
doubt that the Cota will outlast any of 
its European competition.

Bits and pieces... 


Because we reside in a state that requires a 
U.S. Forestry Service-approved spark 
arrestor, our test bike came equipped with a 
Cycle Service Center unit. The spark 
arrestor is handmade. of aircraft-guality 6061 
T6 high-grade aluminum, and costs $169. 
Like the Montesa Cota 314R itself, the spark 
arrestor is available through the Tryals Shop. 


We spent several minutes looking for both 
the fuel petcock and carburetor choke lever. 
The petcock is well hidden (and tucked out 
of harm’s way, as well).behind the left-side 
radiator shroud, while the choke lever is actu- 
ally mounted on the left side of the handlebar, 
next to the handgrip. Our guess is that there 
wasn't enough room for.the choke lever down 
near the carburetor itself. 


Of all the trials bikes we've ridden to-date, the 
Montesa Cota comes with the best kick- 
stand. The left-side-mounted unit is actually 
easy to find with your boot, and doesn't point 
straight down like some of the legs found on 


other machines. 





The upside-down Paioli forks are well pro- 
tected by a beefy pair of plastic fork guards. 
Mounted on the back of the right-ride fork leg 
is.an odometer/speedometer unit. 


Kickstarting the Montesa is a breeze. The 
high-quality aluminum kickstart lever is just 
the right shape, and not-once did the bike 
backfire and send our knees into the handle- 
bar. 


The Montesa's transmission is of typical 
Honda quality - flawless. Each gear 
engages with a positive feel, and the lever 
pressure required is minimal. Finding neutral 
is easy, whether or not the engine is running. 


The biggest single improvement that the new 
Cota enjoys is the repositioned footpegs. 
Owners of 1994 Cotas will be overjoyed to 
learn that the new pegs will bolt onto their 
existing bikes. 


Parts is parts: According to co-importer Mar- 
tin Belair, many Honda CR250 motocross 
bike parts are interchangeable with the. Cota. 
The clutch plates, piston and rings are 


straight out of the MX bike, and can be easily ' 


obtained at any Honda dealer.

Best in the Desert Silver State Series

JEAN, NV, MAR. 11 
ere are at least two characteristics 
most closely identified with desert 
racing: dust and lack of handle- 
bar-to-handlebar racing. What generally 
happens is one guy jumps into the lead 
for keeps in the first 15 or 20 miles; 
everyone behind him can see about two 
feet so passes tend to be suicidal. 

Such was not the case at the 12th 
annual Vacation Village Gold Strike 
World Championship Hare & Hound. 
Why? In a word, rain. Not mist, not 
showers, we are talking deluge! But it 
didn’t last long - just as the leaders got 
to the last of three loops, it let up. Thus 


ensued a three-man, 35-mile moto that 
spectators would’ve paid money to see, 
it was so intense. When it was all over, it 
was Californian Todd Hoy who the 
spectators’ finally saw come out on top 
after the racelong battle. 

Destry Abbott found himself in the 
early lead on his Kawasaki KX250, but 
he found front-running a difficult task. 

“It was real difficult,” he admitted 
afterward. “I don’t like being out front. 
When I heard the 250s were starting out 
front, I was just dreading it because I 
can't read the terrain. That first loop I 
got passed by three people, then I 
passed them back. I just wasn't riding 
real good; after that I started getting my 
rhythm going."

The pit area found most people hud- 
dled inside their vans and trucks as the 
racers finished the first loop of 38 miles 
because of rain, which had been a light 
shower at the start and was now a full 
downpour, including hail on some parts 
of the course. 

“It just poured on us the second 
loop," Abbott related. "I tore my Roll 
Off's off and was riding with no gog- 
gles, then my grip came off - I’m sure 
everybody else had problems, too." As 
the leaders completed loop two's 31 
miles, however, it began to let up. Con- 
versely, the three at the front didn't. 

Abbott found Colorado's Jim Gray 
aboard his KTM 250 giving him a run as 
well as KTM 550-mounted Hoy. A short 
distance behind, but in the running on 
corrected time, was KTM's Greg Zit- 
terkopf, the defending race champ, on 
his 620cc thumper. 

Gray led the trio of leaders heading 
up into the mountains east of town on 
the last loop, Hoy holding Abbott off in 
the uphill sandwash run. In the higher 
elevation, the going got tighter, and 
both 250s sneaked by the big 550. As 
expected, Hoy used the top-end advan- 
tage of his Open bike in the flat final run 
to the finish to get by Gray, but Abbott 
banzaied his way to beat everyone else 
physically to the checkered flag. 

However, on corrected time, Hoy 
knew that finishing second physically 
was enough to beat Abbott and, possi- 
bly, take the overall. It would depend on 
how far behind Zitterkopf finished, then 
timekeeper Bob Maichle would have to 
settle the question because of the differ- 
ences in start times. 

When the adjusted times were posted, 
Hoy was indeed on top with a time of 
two minutes, 34.05 seconds, besting Zit- 
terkopf by 50 seconds. The Four-Stroke 
class winner, however, characteristically 
offered no excuses: "I rode probably one 
of the best races I’ve ever ridden. I was 
having fun like everybody else, and it 
was a good race. It went by really quick." 

Abbott took the 250cc win a third 
overall in two minutes, 35.21 seconds, 
followed by Gray's 2:35.37 time. Fresh- 
man Pro Nick Pearson, 17, took third 
250, fifth overall (2:40.20) on his KTM. 

KTM's Scot Harden deserves men- 
tion for his sixth overall in winning the 
Over 30 class - again. Not only was he 
fighting the effects of a weeklong bout 
with the flu, but he also broke his ankle 
about four miles off the start when he 
caught his left foot under the peg in a g- 
out. He tried as best he could to block

ith the 1995 Grand 
Prix season arriv- 
ing in а rush, 
expectations have 
been reinforced by 
test times and off- 
track events. The year seems set to be 
Honda’s again, and the man who would 
bet against Michael Doohan taking 
back-to-back titles is a gambler indeed. 

This is when I like to recall the great 
aphorism uttered many years ago at 
Jarama (about Freddie Spencer), by the 
late Soichiro Honda: that if we knew in 
advance who was going to win, it 
would not be necessary to hold the 
races. 

We certainly need that to be true, if 
the 500cc class is to retain its hold as the

ultimate racing category. So do Kevin 
Schwantz and Luca Cadalora. And 
Daryl Beattie, maybe. For these are the 
only men who start the year with any 
real chance of upsetting the HRC apple- 
cart. And even they will need some help 
from Doohan himself. 

The only omen in their favor so far is 
that when the new NSR500 appeared for 
‘the first time in its new Repsol colors in 
Europe, it was unveiled with a flat front 
tire! 

Where it matters, on-track in presea- 
son testing, the Doohan-Honda combi- 
nation has looked the strongest of any- 
body. 

Until the surprise cancellation of the 
United States Grand Prix with less than 
a month to go before the season, there 
were the usual 15 races. The only signifi- 
cant change was the insertion of a round 
in Brazil, at Rio de Janeiro, and the loss 
of the Austrian GP, hopefully only tem- 
porarily. The German GP moves from 
Hockenheim to the Nurburgring. This 
deletes the two fastest races from the 
calendar - some comfort to those who 
grew accustomed to watching the Hon- 
das power away from them on the high- 
speed straights. 

Other changes this year include 
dropping the previous qualification cut- 
off time, set at pole plus 10 percent. 
Now there will be no cut-off, and all 
who practice will be eligible to race. 

This has not been popular with the 
fast men, already prone to complain 
about "moving chicanes" getting in 
their way when they come to lap peo- 
ple. ` 

Also, the number of Wild Card riders 
has been doubled from two to four, giv- 





ing more local heroes the chance to 
shine. Unless, of course, they are already 
occupied in the new 600cc four-stroke 
Thunderbikes class, which has its first 
round at Jerez on May 7, the first Euro- 
pean GP. 


500cc: LIES, DAMN LIES, 
AND TEST TIMES 


Lap times from private tests are a 
moot area, fudged with inaccuracies and 
indeed blatant lies, and often on dirty 
tracks in a non-competitive environ- 
ment. All the same, they are not an 
unreliable indicator of what is to come, 
so it may be highly significant that 
Doohan has so far been the only 500cc 
rider to set really fast times anywhere, 
getting inside his own lap record at 
Eastern Creek as the Honda test pro- 
gram gathers momentum. HRC-Repsol 
teammate Alex Criville was half a sec- 
ond slower, and Shinichi Itoh fully 1.3 
seconds off the pace. 

Doohan had already blitzed his fel- 
low Honda riders in Malaysia and in 
Phillip Island, showing himself in fight- 
ing form after further surgery and 
Ilazaroff treatment have moved his right 
ankle to a more user-friendly 90-degree 
angle and also loosened his seized-up 
foot. 

Typically, he resists any attempts at 
hype. After all, being a motorcycling 
superhero is all in a day's work for the 
29-year-old Queenslander. 

"Last year I won a lot of races, but 
it's 1995 now, and we all start the season 
with zero points. I'Il do the same as ever 
- taking it race by race, and trying to 
rack up the best points I can every 
weekend." 





His new machine is clearly a close 
relation to last year’s victorious bike, at 
least outwardly, with only the new Rep- 
sol colors being significantly different (a 
big sponsor, yes, but hardly the non- 
industry Sony-style giant everyone had 
been hoping for). 

Under the skin, rumors surround the 
introduction of some form of traction 
control; while they were also trying a 
hydraulic clutch. This might be signifi- 
cant. Doohan uses clutch springs a little 
lighter than the norm, since his left hand 
is also busy operating the rear brake, 
and during 1994 this spoiled his start- 
line launch on several occasions. The 
lighter action of hydraulics may allow 
his engineers to beef up the clutch to 
give it more bite off the start line. 

Now in its 12th year, Honda’s NSR 
has clearly developed into a superb 
500cc racer. It would not stretch the 
truth to call it definitive. But HRC's 
monopoly does not extend to riding tal- 
ent. 

Alex Criville has yet to show on a 500 
the form that made him 125cc champ in 
1989, with a tendency to panic under 
pressure; while Shinichi Itoh shows 
every sign of staying a good rider rather 
than becoming a great one, his improv- 
ing results late last year notwithstand- 
ing. 

Nor are the satellite teams overflow- 
ing with instant genius, though Alberto 
Puig (fastest at Jerez until he crashed) is 
a redoubtable competitor, with his nag- 
ging arm problem now cured (he hopes) 
by surgery; while Loris Capirossi was 
superstar material in both 125 and 250cc 
classes. Loris knocked himself out the 
second time he tested a 500, and will 
surely need a year or more before he can 
ride in his usual cavalier fashion aboard 
one. And it would be a surprise to all if 
Alex Barros, on an Erv Kanemoto bike, 
can assemble the ingredients for a solid 
competitive year, especially since the 
latest news has his team faltering at the 
first hurdle, after expected sponsorship 
money failed to come through. 

Honda might yet kick themselves for 
losing Norifumi Abe to Yamaha, and 
likewise Beattie to Suzuki. 

Schwantz is clearly Doohan's main 
rival. A man who has performed mira- 
cles in the past, he has the odds against 
him again after a second successive 
spoiled preseason run-up. His left wrist 
is still not fully recovered, and hurting 
his thumb falling at Phillip Island in Jan- 
uary hardly helped. Nor is his right 
wrist perfect, though it is almost so. Not 
only could the lingering effects of these 
injuries prove tiring in a 45-minute GP, 
but they have also robbed him of pre- 
season testing. Similar events last year 
meant it took three races before a hur- 
ried update of his new machine (actual- 
ly, it was more like a backdate) made 
him competitive. 

Development of the Lucky Strike 
Suzuki has been left to the new recruit, 
Beattie, who seems to have been doing 
an excellent job, both in terms of steady 
and steadily improving lap times and in 
meshing with the team. Beattie was 
hand-picked by Schwantz, and when he 
attended the early tests as spectator, his 
confidence in his choice was reinforced. 
Beattie asked the sort of questions and 
gave the sort of answers that Schwantz 
felt he would himself. 

Schwantz finally climbed on board 
again at the Jerez tests, and was fast, if a 
bit tentative. But it remains to be seen 
how well bike development has pro- 
gressed, since bad weather has also 
interfered with their program. The team 
had both old and new bikes at Jerez. 

For their final sessions in the second 
week in March in Australia, Beattie was

"rested," and only Schwantz was sched- 
uled to ride the final version of the 1995 
bike. 

“Т think it's possible for people to 
over-test," explained team boss Garry 
Taylor, adding that both rider and crew 
felt his state of readiness was unlikely to 
be improved by yet more laps. 

Beattie has been reliably if not daz- 
zlingly quick, and is glad to be back on 
Michelins after his disastrous year on 
Dunlops on the Yamaha. If he is as good 
as he looked before his bad 1994, Beattie 
is likely to be a rostrum regular, and a 
prime candidate to add to his current 
tally of one GP win. 

As for main man Schwantz, who 
insists that this will be his final season 
no matter how it comes out, much 
hinges on Suzuki getting the bike right 
first time, and Schwantz's own mental 
state. Good results early on will doubt- 
less spur him on, but a slow start might 
do the opposite, and without full moti- 
vation, Kevin doesn't stand a chance of 
beating Doohan. 

And so to Yamaha, with lots of big 
talk from Marlboro team boss Kenny 
Roberts about "a new strength of com- 
mitment from the factory," as well as an 
all-new machine. Outwardly, the major 
difference is the Honda-style vertical 
“letter-box” air intakes for their ram-air 
pressurized induction, which first 
appeared last season. But it seems both 
engine and chassis have been sufficient- 
ly reworked to be called new. If so, it 








could represent the development leap 
that Yamaha riders have been waiting 
for virtually since 1992. 

Top rider, Luca Cadalora was petu- 
lant in Malaysia, and fastest for a time at 
Jerez before going home early. But here, 
certainly, is a rider who reserves his best 
for racing, and he cannot be ruled out. 

Abe, likewise will probably race bet- 
ter than he tests. In a perfect world, he'd 
be able to fight everywhere, the way he 
did in Japan last year on his Honda, 
contesting the lead and proving com- 
pletely underawed by battling with 
Doohan and Schwantz. On the other 
hand, and on a Yamaha, he may now 
have realized just how much more there 
is to GP racing than at first appeared, 
and will take time to regain his first-race 
confidence. It will be unfair to judge his 
true potential until the end of the sea- 
son. 

No Cagiva; and currently no John 
Kocinski. Just the three works teams. 
Though Honda's six-strong troupe 
brings total works-bike numbers up to 
10. And, as is usual, race winners will be 
just three or four riders from within 
their ranks. 

The second echelon can barely expect 
even to get a rostrum finish in these cir- 
cumstances, but the privateer battle is 
not without interest. In spite of the 
departure of John Reynolds to World 
Superbikes and Niall Mackenzie to 250s, 
there is a strongly British profile to the 
Big-Bang brigade, with Jeremy

McWilliams on his QUB-tuned Yamaha 
(Queens University Belfast) vying with 
Shell-Harris man Sean Emmett for top 
honors, and ex-125 rider Neil Hodgson 
likely to find his feet fast. 

Then there’s little Jimmy Filice, who 
has had several GP false starts, in 
between times winning all sorts of stuff 
in the USA, including most recently the 
1993 250cc title, in totally dominant 
fashion. Jimbo rides a Padgett's-Harris, 
taking over from John Reynolds; fellow- 
American Scott Gray makes a GP debut 
оп а Harris-Yamaha. 

КОС has an all-new Cagiva-lookalike 
machine, only for Belgian journeyman 
Laurent Naveau and at first for 500cc- 
class new-boy Alessandro Gramigni. 
His arrival made four former 125 World 
Champions in the class: Cadalora, 
Capirossi, Criville and Gramigni, but 
with three weeks to go, Alex dramatical- 
ly dropped out after posting disappoint- 
ing times at the Jerez tests. His place 
was taken by Spaniard Juan Borja. 

Diehard Italian independent con- 
structor Paton are back, now with their 
own Big-Bang engine, to be ridden by 
Jean-Pierre Jeandat; while the Swissauto 
V-four engine is also set to make a solo 
debut, with Swiss rider Adrian 
Bosshard. This will be later in the sea- 
son, with either a ROC or a Harris chas- 
sis. 

The tail-ender privateers who bring 
the numbers of full-time entries up to 30 
for the class need have no fears about 
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failing to qualify this year. They need 
merely turn up. 

Which leaves the Aprilia 400 and 
rider Loris Reggiani as the dark horse 
once again. Loris was significantly faster 
at Jerez than the year before, the only 
500 rider to achieve this. But there is still 
a big question mark about reliability. 


250cc: TIRE WARS 


The 250cc class is much harder to 
predict. This is as it should be - or at 
least as it has been most of the time 
for many years. 

Of course, Max Biaggi is the clear 
favorite. He was clearly fastest at Shah 
Alam, then did not feel it necessary to 
attend the Jerez IRTA tests. The Aprilia 
likewise holds the high ground techni- 
cally, a belief reinforced by the fact 
that second rider Jean-Michel Bayle 
dominated at Jerez. But Honda has 
paid special attention this year to 
redressing the balance of power with- 
out spoiling their sweet chassis - and 
the racing will soon show how success- 
ful they have been. 

Nor can the third force be neglect- 
ed. Yamaha has marshalled great 
strength under the Wayne Rainey ban- 
ner, with 1993 World Champion Tet- 
suya Harada and rising son Kenny 
Roberts Jr. at the helm of another all- 
new motorcycle. Harada, as we know, 
can be masterful when he’s not hurt- 
ing; Roberts was extremely promising 
at the end of last season. And team 
owner Rainey is very determined. But 
preseason testing has been limited and 
also hit with bad weather. Early in 
March they completed six days of test- 
ing in Australia, and it rained every 
day! 

Given the volatile nature of the class, 
tires may turn out to be the most signifi- 
cant factor. In recent years, Dunlops 
have been the rubber of choice among 
leading riders, with Tadayuki Okada's 
factory Honda the only significant run- 
ner on Michelins, which always seemed 
to be'a disadvantage. 

Now, amid accusations from Dunlop 
of paying riders to use their rubber, 
Michelin has made big inroads at the 
top level of Honda NSR riders. In addi- 
tion to Okada, Doriano Romboni will be 
on the French tires, also Nobuatsu Aoki, 
and Spaniards Luis d'Antin and Carles 
Checa. (In the 500cc class, less surpris- 
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ingly, Loris Capirossi has also defected 
from Dunlop to Michelin.) 

This certainly makes predictions 
more difficult. In 1993 Max Biaggi suf- 
fered as the only Michelin user, and in 
1994 so did Okada. One reason for the 
tires’ unconvincing performance, most 
notably a lack of front-end grip, was a 
lack of breadth of development input. 
While Dunlop had the benefit of test 
results and rider feedback, from 
almost everyone who was going fast, 
the Michelin men worked alone. Now 
that aspect has changed, we can 
expect a much faster rate of improve- 
ment. 

Jean-Philippe Ruggia, sacked from 
Aprilia in favor of countryman Bayle 
and now оп а Tech-3 NSR Honda, tested 
on Michelins at Jerez, but switched back 
to Dunlops thereafter. He and Ralf 
Waldmann are the only fast NSR men 
using the Anglo-Japanese tires. 

Leaving Dunlop to suck their teeth 
and accuse Michelin of check-book 
recruitment - a charge they deny. 

“As long as they have to pay people 
to use their tires, that’s acknowledgment

that ours are better,” 
spokesman. 

However, they still have the works 
Chesterfield Aprilias, favorites for suc- 
cess; with Jean-Michel Bayle poised to 
pounce should team leader Biaggi falter. 
If Bayle continues his current progress, 
he should be a rostrum regular and even 
a race winner this year, making the 
motocross and supercross champion a 
claimant for the “most accomplished 
rider in history” title. 

Others will bear watching: including 
class newcomer Takeshi Tsujimura 
(Honda) and old-timer returned Niall 
Mackenzie. In the Scotsman’s case, how- 
ever, the quality of the “factory kit” he is 
expecting from Aprilia remains to be 
seen. 

Veteran Niall’s teammate in the 
Dutch Doc-Shop team is Patrick vd 
Goorbergh, on an Aprilia again; while 
his younger brother Jurgen switches to a 
kitted RS Honda, riding alongside sea- 
soned Japanese rider Sadanori Hikita, a 
GP first-timer. Я 

Keep an eye out also for new Italian 
Roberto Locatelli, talent-scouted by 
Aprilia, and very fast at Jerez.

125cc: WHOSE TURN NEXT? 


Only a fool would attempt to predict 
the results in the 125cc class, where a 
small alteration in form from either 
rider or machine can make a huge dif- 
ference in race results. 

Surprisingly, in spite of the closeness 
of the races, this class frequently sees 
one rider rise to domination. However, 
it is not very often the same rider year 
after year. 

In 1993 it was Dirk Raudies on his 
Honda; last year Kazuto Sakata on the 
works Aprilia. And it was Sakata again 
fastest at Jerez. 

He faces formidable rivals, ranging 
from evergreen former multi-champion 
Jorge Martinez, in a second Yamaha 
year, to fellow Aprilia rider Stefano 
Perugini, a newcomer who showed up 
last yéar and was running with the lead- 
ers at the end of it. And of course 
Noboru Ueda, now a seasoned veteran 
after spearheading the Japanese inva- 
sion. 

One can do little more here except 
list the names. As well as Sakata and 
Perugini, Aprilia have Peter Oettl, new- 
comer Gianluigi Scalvini and Japan’s 
Masaki Tokudome on works-backed 
machines. Loek Bodelier is one of sever- 
al notable privateers on the Italian bikes, 
with a total of 11 Aprilias in the 30- 
strong grid. 

The much revised and upgraded 
Hondas outnumber Aprilias by five, 
with their usual mixing of kitted bikes 
for the top runners. These include of 
course, Raudies and Ueda, and also 
Hideyuki Nakajyo. Spanish veteran 
Herri Torrontegui is a Honda recruit 
from Aprilia, likewise his rising young 
countryman Emilio Alzamora; and Ste- 
fan Prein from Yamaha. Garry McCoy is 
also back on a Honda. Stalwarts of the 
brand include Akira Saito and girl-racer 
Tomoko Igata; a new Honda recruit is 
Tomomi Manako, who made a stunning 
debut in Germany last year as substitute 
for the injured Yamaha rider Katoh, fin- 
“ishing third. 

Yamaha’s effort is miniscule by com- 
parison, with the two works bikes rid- 
den again by “Aspar” Martinez and 
Yoshiako Katoh, and Gabriele Debbia 
riding a third private bike. 


THUNDERBIKES: 
WELCOME ABOARD 


Plus, this year for the first time ever, 
the Sound of Thunder. Which will turn 
out to comprise a high-pitched scream- 
ing noise, punctuated by the clash and 
scrape of fiberglass, once the 600cc 
Thunderbikes get moving as a post-GP 
crowd-pleaser class at the first European 
GP. 

The current entry list is only provi- 
sional, and numbers 16 - the rest of the 
grid to be made up of nominees from 
the FIM’s road race commission and the 
local national federation. 

The most notable name is that of 
Wilco Zeelenberg, who has finally given 
up the struggle to find backing to sup- 
port his 250-class ventures. Now Wilco’s 
DC Racing Team backs two Thunder- 
bikes, one for himself and one for Aus- 
tralian European vice-champion Fred 
Bayens. 

Also signed up, former GP privateers 
Juan Lopez-Mella and Serge David, ex- 
Ducati Superbike charger Stephane 
Mertens, Isle of Man TT Superhero 
Phillip McCallen and German Pro- 
Superbike champ Udo Mark. 

Honda is the motorcycle of choice, 
numbering 12 out of 16. Non-believers 
are Italians Giovanni Bussei and Marco 
Risitano, riding Bimotas; and Mark and 
Spaniard Oscar Sainz on two lone 
Kawasakis. CN

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ext week, the 1995 motocross 
N GP season kicks off in Spain for 

the opening round of the World 
Championship 250cc MX Series and will 
be followed up a week later by the series 
openers in both the 125 and 500cc class- 
es. This year, there will be no champions 
defending their titles, as 250cc World 
Champ Greg Albertyn has left Europe to 
compete in the U.S., while both 125 and 
500cc champs, American Bob Moore and 
Sweden's Marcus Hansson, have 
switched to the 250cc class. 

During the off-season, many riders 
played “musical chairs" and will be 
sporting different colors for ‘95. What 
follows is a preview of the upcoming 
motocross GP season, which will hope- 
fully give you a better understanding as 
to who is doing what for '95 in all three 
GP classes. 


250cc GP CLASS 


The premier class is now, as in the 
U.S., the 250cc category. This is the 
showplace for the Japanese works 
teams, or at least the sponsor-supported 
teams who campaign their bikes. 

With the departure of last year's 
champ Greg Albertyn, Stefan Everts 
from Belgium heads the start list with. 
the number-two plate as leader of the 
official Kawasaki team now managed by 
ace tuner Jan De Groot, the Dutchman 
who guided Albertyn to the first two of 
his three World titles. 

Everts, 22, became the youngest 
motocross World Champion ever when 
he won the 125cc class in 1991, and he 
led the 250s in 1992 until injury inter- 
vened, and has been second to Albertyn 
for the last two years. 

His classic style belies his undoubted 
speed, but his big problem is nerves, as 
he has displayed a tendency to crack 
under pressure. The unflappable De 
Groot should help him here. 

His new teammate is American Tal- 
lon Vohland. The 23-year-old is now in 
his fourth season in Europe and must be 
hoping he can avoid the early-season 
injuries which have plagued previous 
campaigns. He recently started his Euro- 
pean Kawasaki career with a win in the 
Beaucaire Classic warmup race for the 
second consecutive year, but no one has 
ever taken that race and the World title 
in the same season. 

Dutch sand specialist, Remy Van 
Rees, 23, moves up from the 125s to 
complete the Kawasaki squad as a sup- 
port rider. 

Yamaha’s activities are mostly taken 
care of by ex-champion Michele Rinaldi 
in Italy, though Frenchman Frederic 
Bolley, who has been sharpening his 
skills for the GPs by contesting the early 
rounds of the U.S. Supercross Series, 
also rides factory bikes. 

Joint team leaders for Rinaldi are Bob 
Moore and Yves Demaria. The 27-year- 
old Californian, Moore, returns to the 
quarter-liter stage after a year resharp- 
ening his talents in the 125cc GPs during 
1994 when he finally won the elusive 
world title after three previous number- 
two plates. 








Amazingly, Moore battled an ankle 
injury throughout 1994, and he was hob- 
bling even more at the Beaucaire season- 
opener after rebreaking the bone in a 
December supercross, but still looked 
tremendously fast and composed. 

In the past, champions moving up 
from the 125s have been immediate 
threats to the established 250cc elite for 
a decade now, so Moore starts the sea- 


son as one of the hot favorites for the 
title. 

But so too does his teammate, 23- 
year-old Demaria. The Frenchman has 
won six of the last eight GPs in the class. 
But those wins came when he no longer 
had a chance at the title and the pres- 
sure was off. The question mark against 
him in the past has been temperament, 
and his wild ride in front of his home 


Without three-time champ

crowd at Beaucaire which ended in a 
trip to the hospital suggests that may 
again be a problem. 

Italian Andrea Bartolini, 26, is 
retained as third string. He is a hard- 
track specialist who could even win in 
the Italian round at Maggiora, where he 
even beat the U.S. stars at a Masters race 
in the late ‘80s. 

Sylvain Geboers has chosen not to 
replace Albertyn on the Suzuki squad, 
promoting his fellow Belgians Marnicq 
Bervoets, 25, and Werner Dewit, 23. 
Dewit's ranking has always relied on his 
rapid starts and strength on sand tracks, 
but Bervoets is a title candidate despite 
indifferent early-season results. As 
Geboers points out, he has the experi- 
ence (six years in the World top 10 and 
three successive MX des Nations class 
wins) and this is the first year he will 
race for the same team as in the previ- 
ous year. 

This season marks the return of a 
genuine factory Honda to the GPs, as 
English veteran Kurt Nicoll will pilot 
the HRC bike through a team run by 
five-time champion Eric Geboers. 

At 30 years of age, Nicoll is three 
years older than any of his rivals, but 
should not be discounted. After nearly a 
decade riding exclusively on 500s, he 
defied all critics by snatching the num- 
ber-four plate on his 250cc debut season 
in 1993, and his drop to fifth last year 
came in a year which saw him start the 
campaign without any preparation after 
a bad arm-break during the previous 
winter. By the final GP of the summer 
he was a winner. Perhaps Nicoll’s great- 
est asset is his physical fitness and 
knowledge of what is required for long 
45-minute motos. 

Belgian teammate Jaimy Scevenels, 
19, has been drafted in as test rider and 
hope for the future. 

Georges Jobe brings his Belgacom- 
sponsored team to the 250s this year, 
with 500cc champion Marcus Hansson 
as his star man. The Swede is still only 
25 and has continued to race a 250 regu- 
larly during his three seasons chasing 
the big-bike crown and had come within 
a corner of winning a 250cc GP back in 
1991, but he has grown physically dur- 
ing the last 18 months and doesn't look 
comfortable on the smaller bike. He has 
also been out of action for a month dur- 
ing the preseason with a badly broken 
nose. 3 
The class-changers who deserve 
attention come from the 125cc ranks. 

Pedro Tragter, 26, slipped to third in 
the world last year after winning the 
world title in the smallest-displacement 
class in 1993, but could still be a threat 
some weeks, while fellow Dutchman 
Leon Giesbers, 21, is an out-and-out 
sand-track maestro. 

Better chances of a major placing 
must go to German Peter Beirer, 22, 
who, after six years as a pro with Suzu- 
ki, switches to a Honda ride on a Swiss 
team for his 250cc GP debut year. He 
was a disappointment last year, advanc- 
ing to a title candidate in 1993 before a 
badly injured knee ended his run, but 
has won motos in two of the big 
warmup races. 

Bader Manneh is the third American 
in the class, after moving back up from 
the 125cc division, to take the sole GP 
ride on the Pepsi-sponsored team which 
supported Demaria and Vohland last 
year. Few riders can outgate the impish 
28-year-old, Israeli-born resident of San 
Diego, and only an injury in 1993 has 
prevented him from taking a top 10 
ranking in recent years. 


125cc GP CLASS 
The 125cc title chase is traditionally

the place for the kids to make their 
name and gain experience at the highest 
level of racing, though there are always 
a handful of older riders to make life 
difficult for them. 

As in previous years, five of last sea- 
son's top 10, including champion 
Moore, have departed for new chal- 
lenges. 

Moore's ride on the 125cc Rinaldi 
Yamaha goes to Alessio “Chicco” Chio- 
di, 22, the Italian who ran Bob to the 
wire last year on a team Italia Honda. 

A winter shoulder injury has slowed 
down his preparation, but the 1992 Euro 
champ with the number-two plate is 
inevitably the man to beat. 

Next in the previous season's rank- 
ings is Dave Strijbos. The 27-year-old 
Dutchman was the sport's youngest 
champion when he won his only title in 
1986, and enters his 12th full GP'season 
as a single-digit candidate. He was to 
have campaigned the new works 
Husky, but lethargy in development has 
led Strijbos and the Italian Carpi team to 
revert to Suzukis. 

None of the rising youngsters appear 
to have what is needed to grab the title 
this year. 

French kids Frederic Vialle, 21, and 
Sebastian Tortelli, 16, have both been 
preparing at the U.S. Supercross Series 
in the 125cc class. Vialle was the weak 
link in last year's French MX des 


“Nations squad and has had to go to Italy 


to get a ride this year, his position at 
Kawasaki France going to Tortelli. 

The teenager contested the B grade 
European championship last year, but 
just got his 16th birthday out of the way 
soon enough to contest the Belgian GP 
where Moore clinched the World title. 
Riding a YZ stocker, the French kid was 
faster than everyone bar the champ and 
will ride a special KX tuned by factory 








team boss Jan De Groot. Only inexperi- 
ence rules him out for the title. The best 
of the young Italians are Mauro 
Dal'Lago, 22, who steps up from num- 
ber two to take the team-leader role 
vacated by Chiodi in Corrado Maddii's 


Team Italia, and Claudio Federici, 19, a 
protege of fellow Roman Claudio 
DeCarli. 

More likely bets for top honors are 
three class newcomers. Ever since an 
overcast day in Switzerland last Septem- 
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ber, we know 
that Paul Malin 
can ride a 125, but the 
23-year-old Brit has been notoriously 
inconsistent since 1991 when he won 
three consecutive 500cc GP motos. Both 
of the tracks where he registered GP 
moto success are on this year’s 125cc 
schedule and he has identical Yamahas 
from the Rinaldi workshop to those he 
used at the Nations. 

While Michele Fanton, 28, can be 
considered more as an advisor to Vialle 
in the Platini team, his 1994 250сс GP 
teammate Alessandro Puzar is the sur- 
prise packet of the early season races. 

The 1990 World. 250сс Champion has 
struggled with his knees since they were 
butchered by a surgeon at the end of the 
following summer, when he was disput- 
ing the title again against Trampas Park- 
er and Mike Healey. 'Sandro, 26, almost 
disappeared into oblivion last year and 
actually retired, only to be talked into a 
comeback by Corrado Maddii, the most 
gentle and sympathetic of all team man- 
agers. 

From the first lap of training at Beau- 
caire last month, one could see the 
renewed zest in Puzar's riding and his 
results have been phe- 
nomenal, and he now 
stands alongside fellow 
Italian Chiodi as joint 
favorite for the crown. 
Puzar rides under Mad- 
dii's wing but not as a 
member of the federation- 
supported Team Italia 
which is reserved specifi- 
cally for young riders. 

America's only 125cc 
contender this year is 

Jimmy Button. The 21- 
year-old, left without a 
ride in the U.S. when 
Suzuki signed Albertyn, 
will ride a Honda for the 
Magic Bike team, which 
supported Bader Manneh 
on a Suzuki last year. 

Young Americans des- 
perately need an experi- 
enced advisor in their first 
year in Europe, and But- 
ton will not be left want- 
ing, as he will have 
Danny LaPorte at his side. 
Many years a Euro resi- 
dent, America's very first 
World motocross champi- 
on won the 1982 World 
250cc crown in his first 
year! 


500cc GP CLASS 


The big bikes which 
once held undisputed 
center stage have gone 
through an awkward cou- 
ple of years as the FIM 
has tried to direct all 
efforts toward their 
appointed “premier” 
class, the 250s, but the 
class has survived. 

While the Japanese fac- 
tories keep their distance, 
the four-stroke manufac- 
turers have jumped at the 
chance to steal some of 
the limelight, while private teams and 
individuals are not afraid to compete, 
mainly on Honda CR500s. And for 1995, 
KTM returns to the ranks of potential 
winners, last year's 250cc supported rid- 
ers Trampas Parker and Austrian 
Rupert Walkner campaigning the new 
360 model alongside the Missotton team 
of Belgian Ronny Weustenraed and 
Kiwi Shayne King. 

Parker, 27, has been getting good

son opener. Inconsistency has always 
been his handicap in the past, though. 

Kiwi teammate King, also 24, is 
another rider who must not be discount- 
ed - he actually won a moto at last 
year's opener before going on the 
injured list. 

Elder brother Darryll, 26, will, once 
again, campaign Kawasakis and is the 
only potential champion on the marque. 





He went into 1994 without a race after 
breaking a thigh at the previous year's 
Tokyo Supercross, but by June he was 
winning the first moto in France, only to 
suffer back injuries in race two. That is 
now behind him and for 1995 he joins 
force with ace tuner Johan Luyten, who 
has in the past decade prepared GP- 
winning bikes for Jobe, Nicoll, Martens, 
Liles and Boonen, but is still looking for 
that elusive title. 

The Honda privateers are led by the 








results in the warmup races and, with 
the 1989 125cc title and 1991 250cc 
crown already against his name, is bid- 
ding to emulate Eric Geboers and 
become only the second rider to win 
world championships in all three dis- 
placement categories. 

Belgian Weustenraed, 24, has been 
winning motos, but not an overall since 
1991, and he has already registered the 
first international win for the 360 when

German Sarholz team. Dutchman Gert 
Jan Van Doorn, 30, was their top man in 
fourth last year, while Belgian Peter 
Dirkx, 28, also made top 10, but class 
returnee Dietmar Lacher is tipped by 
many for the title. The 29-year-old Ger- 
man already won a GP against the 
might of HRC in 1988, before injuries 
played havoc with his career, but he 
completely dominated his National 
championship last season and is hot 
again. 

The Dutch Van der Heyden team, for 
which Marcus Hansson won the title 
last year, again goes with non-native tal- 
ent, but neither Belgian Rudi Van 
Leeuwen, 25, nor Brit Christian Burn- 
ham, 22, are title winners. 

British hard man Mervyn Anstie, 29, 
had his best season ever in 1994, win- 
ning the muddy Slovakian GP with two 
flat tires, and two well-known Dutch- 
man enter the big-bike arena for the first 
time this year. In theory John Van den 
Berk, 27, is going for the triple crown 
like Parker, but knee injuries have long 
hampered the man who won the 1987 
125сс and 1988 250cc crowns. A better 
bet for honors is Edwin Evertsen, 25, an 
elegant rider who has prove his pace in 
the past with third in the World on 250s 
in 1992. Sadly his HRC year in 1994 was 
wrecked by injury, but he is now back to 
100 percent fitness. 

In recent years, however, the 500cc 
class has revolved around the oversize 
four-strokes which are allowed a 150cc 
displacement advantage to counterbal- 
ance their firing-cycle handicap. 

Champion in 1993 and narrowly 
beaten last year, Jacky Martens is still 
the man to beat on the 630cc factory 
Husqvarna. At 31, he shows no sign of 
slowing down yet and inconsistent 
results in the warmup races should not 
be taken too seriously. When you have 
already won everything in Europe, only 
the world title counts. 

Jacky also turns team manager this 
year and gets support from fellow Bel- 
gian Johan Boonen, 26, whose perennial 
back problems are now hopefully a 
thing of the past following surgery. 
Swede Peter Johansson, 29, also gets a 
factory bike after switching from the 
250s, while Italian veteran Franco Rossi, 
31, has been signed as a test rider. 

Another Belgian, Joel Smets, 26, has 
been desperately close to the title for the 
past two seasons on the Italian 
Vertemati team, but their often explo- 
sive relationship caused them to part 
ways апа he signed for the Swedish 
Husaberg factory. 

Although placing consistently at the 
early-season races, Smets readily admits 
that he is still struggling a little adapting 
to the 600cc long-stroke Swedish 
thumper after two years on the 530сс 
high-revving Italian bike. 

Other potential Husaberg points scor- 
ers are fellow Belgians Chris Jacobs, 27, 
and Dirk Geukens, 31, plus class new- 
comer Tom Van Grinsven, a Dutch sand 
expert who placed in the top six in 250cc 
GPs on his favorite terrain last year. 

The Vertemati brothers still have the 
most beautiful and probably the fastest 
bike in the class, but Smets will be hard 
to replace. French-speaking Belgian Ger- 
ald Delepine, 25, was flattered by his 
seventh ranking in 1993 and can hardly 
be considered a potential winner, while 
American newcomer Mike Young is an 
unknown quantity on the GP circuit. 

Racing format will go back to the old 
two-moto, 40-minutes-plus-two-lap for- 
mat, after experimenting with the three- 
moto format. When the season is over, 
there will be three new champions as no 
one is defending their 1994 crown in the

Leivan captures

Steve Leivan (8th in the ‘94 National Hare 
Scrambles series) and George Waller Jr. (‘94

Leivan 
zeroed the short loop which included a short 24- 
mph section that would have worked very well 
for a national trials event. This section proved to 
be Waller’s downfall when he tangled with a 
fallen rider in this section, costing him one 
point, and ultimately the overall. Leivan contin- 
ued to zero the course through check eight, 
dropping points at check nine and check eleven, 
ending the day with the low score of five. Waller 
matched him point for point the rest of the way 
but couldn't make up the point the fallen rider 
had cost him. Vince Davis (“94 ISDE Junior 
Team) turned in a good ride for third overall on 
his CR250 Honda with an eight-point drop.

Travis "TheTerminator" Elliott, Derek Gerdes, 
and Beau Boynton, waged their own showdown 
in a packed, 40-rider 80cc Open field with Elliott 
coming out on top at the GNC Warmup race 
hosted by Lake Whitney Cycle Ranch, just two- 
short weeks prior to the GNC International Final 
extravaganza. 

Matt Thompson holeshot and led the field to 
the doglegged first turn and into the tower 
sweeper, Gerdes and Team Green/Clear Lake 
Kawasaki/ Pro Circuit/O'Neal/ Acerbis/Sidi 
backed Elliott in his roost. Thompson's lead was 
short-lived as Gerdes passed him at the exit of 
the tower sweeper, and then Elliott took the lead 
from Gerdes after “Phyliss’ Tabletop" before the 
first run into the river-bottom area of the course. 
Damon Francois moved into fourth by the end 
of lap four, with Boynton all over Francois like a 
second skin. Elliott kept the front spot all the 
way to the checkered flag, followed by Gerdes. 
A three-way battle ensued between Thompson, 
Boynton, and Francois kept everyone at the 
fence to see who would finish. third. Thompson 
claimed third, while Francois finished fourth 
and Boynton fifth. 

Moto two of the 80cc Open began with 
Elliott in the lead off the start, leaving the bat- 
tling behind him to Thompson, Barry Otts, and 
Boynton. Boynton passed Otts in the river-bot- 
tom section for second, and then Gerdes moved 
up to challenge Otts for third. Thompson raced 
in fourth, hounded by Francois, but the two

Perri posts wins at 
Orland Indoor Short Track

Behind the lead 
pair, Randy. Freeman was trying to stuff his 
front wheel underneath both riders to take the 
lead. As the tangle of riders exited the turn, it 
was Perri in control, followed by Proto and Free- 
man. By the third lap, Perri and Proto had dis- 
tanced themselves from Freeman, who was now 
being pressured by Tony Souza. At the finish 
line, Perri scored the win over Proto with Souza 
besting Freeman for third. 

Rob Damron pulled off two wins in the 
Open Pro class, grabbing his second victory with 
an exciting pass over fellow GNC competitor 
Ted Taylor on Sunday. Taylor led the race to the 
halfway point and it looked as if he would go on 
to win, but Damron was able to power by Taylor 
in the first turn to steal away the win. 

Open Expert action was a split, as Bobby 
McDowell took home a win in the class on Sun- 
day, spoiling another double-win possibility for 
Damron, who won the class during Saturday's 
racing action. 

The combined 80cc class was a hit with the 
youngsters who didn't know what to think of 
concrete indoor racing upon arriving at the 
track, which looked intimidating at first. Many 
of these mini racers had never ridden an indoor

eginner. Novice. Greenhorn. 

That was me. I've spent quite a 

lot of time riding motorcycles, 

but they have always had seats. 
And aside from having to stretch my 
legs while riding some ultra-cramped 
repli-racer, I almost never stand on a 
motorcycle’s footpegs. When I stop, it 
always seemed best that I put my feet 
down. After all, how else to remain 
upright? In fact, effectively all my time 
on motorcycles, aside from the Cycle 
News Christmas Grand Prix (my perfor- 
mance at which we won't talk about) I 
have always ridden on asphalt. 

This past weekend, I went trials rid- 
ing and found almost all of my riding 
experience - except how to crash - utter- 
ly useless. It was the Tecate Cup Trials 
levent put on by the SDTRA (San Diego 
Trials Riders Association) in the Cleve- 
land National Forest. I arrived some- 
what late and found my CN cohort and 
our resident man-of-trials, Donn 
Maeda, already out on the loop. I saw 
what I thought to be one of our test 
bikes, a ‘95 Montesa Cota 314 (see page 
14 for a full test), but didn't want to just 
hop on for fear that it was someone 
else's bike. Visions of some poor guy 

oming back from the john to find his 

brand-new $5000 trials machine gone - 

and then me being "escorted" out of the 

race site by park rangers after a (very) 

low-speed chase around the loop - 

dancing through my head, I opted to 
ait and find out for sure that it really 
as the test bike. 

In the meantime, I went to take care 
lof all the requisite paperwork, none of 

hich I have ever had to deal with 
before. Signing up was my first experi- 
ence with “trials people.” As I wan- 
dered around aimlessly, unsure of what 
jit was I needed to sign, unsure of the 
location of the motorcycle I was to ride, 
nd generally unsure of how a trials 
event runs, some very friendly and 
helpful people, past president John Bor- 
Чеаи to name one, came to my assis- 
ance. He got me through pleasantly 
and quickly, got me into the Novice B 
lass and got me ready to ride. Now if I 
just had a motorcycle... 

Someone had finally found Donn out 
on the loop and he came back to tell me 
hat the Cota was indeed ours to use, 
and to get going. 

I suited up in my well-used, hand-

painted-with-someone-else's-name 
motocross helmet - complete with face 
guard - and jumped on the shiny new 
bike. Having kicked the machine to life, 
I clicked it into first gear and hit the 
road. The first section was about a half- 
mile back up the entrance road, and 
that was the extent of my experience on 
a trials machine before my first 
moments in competition. Al Malmquist, 
of Observed Trials Products, gave me a 
quick primer on how to find the Novice 
route through the section. 

“Just remember, keep the red on 
your right," said Al. "And it's a good 
idea to walk through first to know what 
you'll be facing." 

I parked, dismounted and walked 
through my first section. 

“Im supposed to ride up that,” I 
queried innocently. 

"Yeah. That's the Novice route." 

Surely, he was lying. 

Back to the bike, a quick kick, and I 
was off. I rode right up to the start, 
right past the entrance markers and was 
riding my first trial. Of course, what I 
didn't know was that I was supposed to 
stop and be acknowledged by the sec- 
tion's checker. Faux pas number one. 

Calling them “dabs” is a bit too frag- 
ile-sounding a term, for what I was 
doing with my feet was sending shocks 
through my femurs that blurred my 
vision. My first uphill was terminated 
by a rock perfectly dished to stop the 
front wheel of a motorcycle cold. When 
I stopped, I was shivering. Knowing 
that my feet shouldn't touch the ground 
I gassed it hard and fanned the clutch. 

“How come I'm not moving?" I 
thought. 

I wasn't moving because I was dig- 
ging a trench as deep as the axle with 
the rear wheel. I stopped, both my feet 
on the ground, and I dragged the bike 
through the rest of the section. My first 
trial and my first five. Faux Pas number 
two. 

At that point, Al said it all: “You're 
on your own from here. Good luck." 

There was a short ride in the transfer 
section that afforded me a little time to 
grow more accustomed to all the things 
that trials is. It also gave me a little time 
to repair my ego. 

Section two was more of the same, 
only more extreme. A steep uphill to 
the left, seeming impassable. This time I 
stopped at the entrance and waited my 





turn. I felt that perhaps I had been too 
tentative in the first section, and I 
should really have a go at it. Not wanti- 
ng to hurt anyone (or my ego) I waited 
for some of the crowd to disperse, got 
my closed-fist cue from the checker, 
and I gassed it. ) 

As I dragged the bike through the 
rest of the section, I muttered the odd 
epithet about dirt and how civilization 
is built upon asphalt. Then the checker 
who was punching the cards at the exit 
offered me some encouragement, and, 
above all, to “have fun.” 

So far things weren’t going so well, 
but I decided to relax a bit. Enjoy the 
scenery, as it were. The third section 
went much like the first and second, but 
I had given up on my ego, and was 
starting to have some fun. And riding 
was really only part of it. The people of 
trials, the other riders, the checkers, 
pretty much everyone there was friend- 
ly and helpful. That made the biggest 
difference for me. 

After the third section, the Novice 
riders were to skip the fourth and fifth 
because of the difficulty. I headed for 
the sixth. The transfer was as difficult as 
the last section and after a time it 
seemed like the bike was riding me 
more than I was riding the bike, what 
with all the walking and dragging I was 
doing. 

Section six made the whole day 
worthwhile for me. I walked through, 
planned as best as I could with my 
three checks of experience, went back 
to my bike (waited for the crowd to dis- 
perse) and went for it. No femur-jar- 
ring foot-plants, no blurred vision and 
no stalled bike. I rode through the sec- 
tion, and I dabbed one time. It was fan- 
tastic. 

I really thought I had done some 
major catching on, what with my amaz- 
ing section-six performance. Then the 
next transfer reared its serpentine and 
cobbled head. Cactus everywhere, ruts, 
a mud bog that I augered the front 
wheel into, but perhaps the most humil- 
iating thing was being passed by three 
guys on mountain bikes. I was crushed. 
There I was, dragging the bike around 
again. 

I was exhausted, mentally and phys- 
ically. Section seven was really crowded 
so I decided to rest. I had no ego any- 
more, so crowd or no crowd, when I 
was ready, I was going. I went. I carded 












a three. But I 
didn't drag the 
bike, I rode the bike. 
All the way through. 

“Another one of these damn trans- 
fers,” I thought. 

This was grueling stuff. 

I motored along, slowly, to number 
eight, trying to preserve what little ener- 
gy I had left in my body and mind, and 
came upon a small sign that read "KEEP 
MOVING." The sign was just in front of 
a small stream and I thought that the 
bottom might be soft after my prior 
mud-bog experience, so I gassed it. No 
problem. Then I rounded the bend... 
Uphill 20 feet of the greasiest, most cob- 
bled basketball-size boulders I had ever 
seen, and I had no run-up. "KEEP 
MOVING," I cursed to myself as I 
slipped ever backward, despite my 
aggressive throttle hand. This was cruel. 

As soon as I saw section nine's 
stream and mud, I decided I had had 
enough. Back to the pits, I’m gonna turn 
in my card and call it a day. 

I (more slowly) rode past 10 and to 
the pits, sauntered to the scoring table 
and turned in my score sheet. 

“So, how'd I do?" 

“What do you mean, this card is 
from the first loop," the scorekeeper 
said. 

“First loop? There's more?” 

I came to find out that I was sup- 
posed go around two more times. I 
couldn't believe it. Three times, up that 
on a motorcycle? I took my card for my 
second loop and I was back to the 
daunting first check, which I must say I 
started with style. I stopped, waited for 
my signal like a seasoned veteran, and 
entered My section. It was "My" section 
because I was there to clean house. No 
feet. Going though, the checkers were 
saying I looked like a real dirt rider, 
and I felt great. 

“My first clean. Yes...” 

Well, I went a little wide going down 
the last steep face that led to the exit of 
the section, and I had my only dab in 
the section...with my face. 

That was the end of my day. All of 
the misery and exhaustion - and my 
limp - was worth it, because like any 
sport, when you're surrounded by nice 
people, you will have fun. Trials was 
great. Trials people were great. 

I'll be back in the dirt. On my face or 
on a bike - I'll be back. су
